_ fully the report of Admiral Davis submitted by you, to- 
| gether with the report of Admiral Evans, commending the 
‘actions of Admiral Davis at Kingston. I return them 
_lerewith, and desire that you express to Admiral Davis 
“iy heartiest commendation of all that he did at King- 
‘Stor. I approve his entire action. He upheld the best 
straditions of our Navy in thus rendering distinguished 
service to humanity.” ‘The report of Rear Admiral Rob- 
_ley D. Evans, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of the Atlantic 
Vleet, to which the President refers, is in part as follows: 
“The commander-in-chief feels that he cannot too highly 
scmmend Rear Admiral Davis for the very dignified and 
asterly manner in which he conducted a situation which 
Was, to say the least, somewhat embarrassing, and he

ccmmendation of your able service, and those of the offi- 
cers and men under your command.”

We take it as an auspicious and significant coincidence 
that within the space of a single month two of America’s 
most distinguished educators, Hon. Andrew D. White, of 
Cornell University, and President Arthur Twining Had- 
ley, of Yale University, have publicly declared in favor 
of more general military training for the young men upon 
whom the nation must hereafter depend for the mainte- 
nance of its peace and honor. Doctor White's utterance, 
it will be remembered, appeared in a letter published in 
the ArMy AND Navy Journat of Jan. 5, in which he 
strongly contended that a course in military training 
should be made compulsory in all American colleges. Doc- 
tor Hadley’s views were expressed in the course of an 
address on “Intelligent Preparation for Public Service,” 
delivere’l ‘before the Yale City Government Club, the fol- 
lowing extract from which appeared in the Independent 
of Jan. 8: “The man who would fully prepare himself 
for public service must not only do his duty in time of 
peace, but must be ready for the possible exigencies of 
war. The fact that for forty years we have not had a 
war which has seriously strained the powers of the na- 
tion should not blind us to the need of preparing to meet 
the dangers of international conflict from without and 
the still greater dangers of anarchy and lawlessness from 
within. If in the places where you settle there is any 
yailitia organization really worthy of the name, identify 
yourselves with it. If there is not, try to establish one. 
It may be that you will not be called upon for anything 
heroic in the way of military service. I certainly hope 
that you will not. But if you are ready to meet the dan- 
ger in advance you will lessen the liability of its coming ; 
and if it does come you will have prepared yourselves for 
the performance of the most vital of all public duties— 
the duty of protecting your country against imminent 
destruction.” 
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Capt. Fred L. Munson, 9th U.S. Infantry, is of the 
opinion that inasmuch as interest in marksmanship has 
become general throughout the Army the Navy and the 
Marine Corps, it is time that certain changes were made 
in the rules governing rifle practice. He admits that 
rivalry on the target range is the best possible pro- 
moter of good shooting and should always be encouraged, 
but he declares nevertheless that every loophole in the 
firing regulations which admits of unfair work is sought 
out and taken advantage of by all who have mastered 
“the tricks of the trade.” What is needed, in Captain 
Munson’s opinion, is the elimination of ‘the “questionable 
and unsportsmanlike practices that have been in evidence 
on almost every target range for the past twenty years.” 
This matter is the subject of a vigorous article by Cap- 
tain Munson which appears in the Journal of the United 
States Infantry Association, in the course of which he 
says: ‘When our system of rifle practice is such that, 
by resorting to the ricochet shot, every skirmisher can 
mutilate his target so that there is small probability of 
any range officer being able to correctly count it, then 
there is no doubt that a motion for reform is well in 
order. During a target season, rivalry between two or 
more companies sometimes becomes so intense that both 
officers and men have been known to do certain things 
(either directly or indirectly) for the benefit of their 
company’s target record, which, for conscientious reasons, 
would not be countenanced for a moment were either 
working for their individual record instead. I can see 
no good reason why one small paragraph of our firing 
regulations should not be amended so as to eliminate the 
richochet shot as a factor of questionable marksmanship, 
thereby insuring honest work, accurate scoring, and fair 
play for all.” 
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To the twenty-eight enlisted men of the Army whom 
we announced last week as having successfully passed the 
examination for commission as second lieutenants, the 
ARMY AND Navy JoURNAL tenders the heartiest felicita- 
tions. That so large a number should have qualified un- 
der the exacting conditions controlling promotion to com- 
missioned grades not only reflects high credit upon the 
intelligence and diligence of the candidates themselves, 
but it demonstrates for the benefit of the public at large 
that the enlisted force of the United States Army is made 
up of young men whose average of mental capacity, per- 
severance and pride of calling is at least proportionately 
equal to that of any body of men engaged in any other 
pursuit in the country, These young men and the thir- 
teen others—honor graduates, candidates at large and 
from militia organizations—who, like them, have qualified 
for commissions in the Army, have won on their own mer- 
its and their suecess has set an example which should 
appeal to the ambition of other young men seeking an 
honorable career in the service of their country. We be- 
speak for the newcomers, and have no doubt that they 
will receive, a hearty welcome into the brotherhood of offi- 
cers of the Army. We shall follow their careers with un- 
failing sympathy and interest and in full confidence that 
they will prove worthy of the high trust which has been 
placed in their keeping. 





Because of the marked increase of suicide in the French 
army, an ethical question has arisen which is of real in- 
terest to the military profession at large. It appears that 
in reviewing the report in the case of an enlisted man of 
the 80th Regiment of French Infantry who had killed 
himself, the colonel commanding issued orders that the 


suicide should not be buried with military honors, though 
stating that such of his comrades as desired to attend the 
funeral might properly do so. The colonel also instructed 
company officers to advise the enlisted men that a soldier 
has no more right to desert life than to desert his colors ; 
that courage did not merely consist in meeting bullets on 
the ficld of battle, but also in struggling valiantly against 
the difficulties of life. The captains were also ordered to 
tell the men that their officers had to be regarded as 
guides and friends; that if they had embarrassments or 
worries they had to open their minds and demand counsel 
and support. It was the reciprocal confidence, added the 
colonel, that imbued officers and men with the spirit of 
devotion and sacrifice which was the most solid base of 
true discipline. The question involved in this case is one 
of great delicacy. 'That a soldier who takes his life be- 
cause of cowardice in the presence of the enemy or in 
fear of punishment fer personal wrong-doing should be 
buried with military honors, is manifestly incongruous. 
On the other hand, a hard and fast rule that would with- 
hold those honors in the case of a soldier of good record 
for whose suicide there is no plausible explanation save 
the theory of mental aberration would be a grievous in- 
justice and utterly 1epugnant to the true spirit of military 
‘service. A proposition to establish such a rule in the 
United States Army would doubtless be most earnestly 
resented. 





In an article on “Army Pay Bills Before Congress” in 
our issue of Jan, 26 it was stated that the Calderhead bill, 
H.R. 25109, “removes the limit of fogies.” This it does 
by repealing Section 1267, R.S., which restricts the pay 
of colonels to $4,500, and that of lieutenant colonels to 
$4,000, so that these officers, if the bill passes, can have 
the full benefit of Sec. 1262, which it is not proposed to 
repeal aad which allows all officers below the rank of 
brigadier general an increase of “ten per centum of their 
current yearly pay for each term of five years of service.” 
We make this statement, for at least one of our readers 
has misinterpreted the sentence we quote from our edi- 
torial as meaning that the allowance for “fogy” or ser- 
vice increase in pay is to be repealed. While the enact- 
ment of any law at this session of Congress to increase 
the pay of the Army is extremely doubtful, it is to be 
hoped that if any such measure is adopted it may increase 
the allowances for those enlisted men on the retired list 
who served in the Civil War. These soldiers are com- 
paratively few in number and most of them are old, poor 
and feeble. We hope they will not be overlooked in any. 
measure to provide fairer compensation for the Army. 
Their comfort in the closing years of their lives should be 
a matter of deep solicitude to every patriotic citizen of 
the country which they helped to save.

Congressman Hobson appears to regard it as his special 
mission to warn the peace people against the changes they 
are advocating. This he did two years ago at the Arbitra- 
tion Conference at Lake Mohonk, and he appeared before 
the Peace Society of New York the ‘other evening and 
made a speech, in which he said: “AIl nations do not 
like America, and there is danger that war may break out 
hefore the system of universal peace can be perfected, 
but if the United States should have a big enough Navy 
no nation will want to attack her.’ In a speech to the 
reporters after the meeting, Mr. Hobson said: “Gentle- 
men, Japan can take the Philippines in the morning and 
the Hawaiian Islands any time she wants to. Why, there 
is a whole army organization of Japs under the guise of 
laborers in Hawaii alone larger than the standing Army 
of this country. And they can get arms, too, when the 
time comes for action. Japan is only seeking a pretext 
for war.” 





It is worth noting that the War Department order, 
published under our Army heading last week, appointing 
a board of officers to make selections for detail to fill ex- 
isting and anticipated vacancies in the General Staff 
Corps, conforms strictly to the precedent under which all 
former boards for the purpose indicated have contained 
a majority of officers who entered the Service from other 
sources than the Military Academy. Of the five members 
of the board, Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray and Brig. Gen. 
Fdward S. Godfrey, were graduated from West Point, the 
others, Major Gen. A. W. Greely, Brig. Gen. Wm. S. Me- 
Caskey and Brig. Gen. John W. Bubb, having entered 
from civil life. It is also worthy of note that with the 
exception of General Murray the original service of these 
officers was as private soldiers and they have risen in rank 
and dignity by sheer force of merit, zeal and devotion to 
the highest interests of the Service. They know the condi- 
tion and needs of the Army in all its branches and grades, 
and their recommendations as to details to the General 
Staff will bear the impress of experience, sound judgment 
and sole regard for the welfare of the Service.

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To illustrate the fact that in every large body of men 
there will be some grumblers and fault-finders, no matter 
how generously they may be provided for, President 
Roosevelt relates the following incident which occurred 
on one of the warships that accompanied him on his re- 
cent trip to the Isthmus of Panama: -“On one of the 
warships a seaman came to complain to the second watch 
officer about the quality of the cocoa at the seamen’s mess, 
saying that it was not sweet enough; it was pointed out 
to him that there was sugar on the table and he could 
always put it in, to which he responded that that was 
the cook’s business and not his!” . 
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A bill has been introduced in the New York Legislature 
te incorporate the New York Observatory and Nautical 
Museum, and to give the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment discretionary power to enter into an agreement 
with the corporation for the erection by the city of suit- 
able buildings, which the corporation is to equip with 
necessary instruments and collections relating to nautical 
science. The incorporators are Frederick G. Bourne, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, John E. Borne, Edward S. Isham, 
J. D. Jerrold Kelley, Allison V. Armour, Edward H. 
Wales, George A. Cormack, John Neilson, Charles Lane 
Poor, William M. K. Olcott, Edward D. Adams, D. 
Delahanty, and Addison Brown. The nautical museum 
will be the principal feature. Here will be collected 
models of every type of vessel, warships, as well as those 
engaged in commerce. The exhibits will be arranged 
so as to facilitate comparative study of the different 
types, and should prove of value to naval architects. 
The museum will also contain exhibits of every kind of 
appliance used on the sea, including marine engines, 
life-saving apparatus, and navigating instruments. Sub- 
sidiary to the museum will be an observatory, for the 
purpose of carrying on original investigations in astron- 
omy and navigation, and of affording instruction in those 
subjects, and also for the purpose of standardizing and 
rating the instruments used in determining position at sea. 
The peopie who are behind the idea have expressed them- 
selves as ready and eager to finance the project to the 
limit of its possibilities as at present planned, and if the 
bill before the Legislature is passed, and is accepted by 
the city, the institution will be placed on a plane where, 
in its sphere, it will be comparable to the Museum of 
Natural History and the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
Following the customs of those museums, there will be 
several degrees of membership. Special arrangements will 
be made whereby officers of the United States Navy, the 
Marine Corps, the Revenue Service, and the Mercantile 
Marine may become affiliated with and entitled to the 
privileges of the museum during their active service. 
We would suggest that the museum be established at the 
Battery Park, adjoining the Aquarium there, which is 
so popular an institution that it was visited in 1906 by 
two millions of people. This will give an idea of the 
number of visitors who would be attracted to the museum 
if it was located as proposed. 
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One result of the recent episode at Columbus Barracks, 
which brought out a ruling from the War Department to 
the effect that soldiers who desired to attend church ser- 
vices might properly be required to form in squads and 
march to the place of worship, but that they were not re- 
quired to take part in such services, has been to call at- 
tention to the excellent work performed by our Army 
chaplains. As a rule these officers are gentlemen of the 
highest character, fine education, great industry and deep- 
ly interested in the welfare, both spiritual and temporal, 
of the officers and men with whom they are associated. 
At the average Army station the chaplain is not merely 
the spiritual adviser of the troops, but their helper in all 
movements looking to their social, intellectual and pro- 
fessional improvement, his status being such that he may 
maintain confidential relations both with officers and men. 
In most cases his influence is both powerful and whole- 
some, and his services are as varied as they are useful. 
There are instances, too, in which the work of chaplains 
is exceptionally commendable, and one of these is thus 
noted, in connection with the Columbus Barracks episode, 
by the Leavenworth Times: “There never will be a need 
for a hard and fast order commanding soldiers to attend 
church. Make the conditions about these places of wor- 
ship as congenial and as inviting as possible, just as 
Chaplain Axton, 18th U.S. Inf., has done and is doing at 
Fort Leavenworth, and the enlisted men will go to the 
services, and what is of more importance, they will se- 
cure a material benefit from such attendance. Far better 
is it to set earnestly about to make the churches distinc- 
tively attractive because they are churches, and thereby 
to secure the logical increase in attendance. This is the 
course that has been adopted by Chaplain Axton at Fort 
Leavenworth and he has succeeded to a marked degree. 
At the post here the question is not how to get out church 
attendance, but how to accommodate those who would at- 
tend church. Each Sunday and at every service the post 
chapel is filled to everfiowing. In the summer months 
it is not uncommon to see the soldiers gathered even out- 
side the building but within range of the speaker's voice, 
and there is an enthusiasm and interest in the services 
there which the Leavenworth congregations would do well 
to emulate.” 
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In a letter signed “A Naval Officer, Navy Yard, Brook- 
lyn,” and published in the New York Sun, there is con- 
tained the following pointed criticism: “I have observed 
several times in the columns of your paper words as fol- 
lows: ‘Secretary Bonaparte will not leave until he can 
instruct his successor in the duties of his office.’ ‘Secre- 
tary Metcalf cannot appear before the Naval Committee 
until. he is better informed as to his office,’ and, Saturday, 
Jan. 19, ‘Secretary Metcalf appeared before the Naval 
Committee in company with Mr. Bonaparte, as the for- 
mer was not sufficiently informed as to the.needs of the 
Navy to discuss conditions with the committee.’ Is it not 
humiliating for a man to be the head of the Navy and yet 
not be informed as to its needs or the duties of his office? 
Could any business succeed under such conditions? Is 
not the system wrong that places a man at the head of so 
large and important a branch of the Government who is 
absolutely uninformed as to its needs or the duties of his 





office? When it takes a naval officer the best years of 
his life, after a special technical education, to become in- 
formed as to the needs and conditions of the Navy, how 
can a civilian, who has not the technical education and 
who has rarely if ever been on board one of the ships of 
the Navy, hope to become sufficiently informed on the 
Navy in a few weeks to fulfil efficiently the duties of his 
office? Is the present condition, which admits ignorance 
as to the needs of the Navy, a proper one for the wel- 
fare and efficiency of the Service?’ 





Inasmuch as the Army schools for cooks have proved 
entirely successful, Pay Inspr. John A. Mudd, U.S.N., 
believes that similar schools should be established in the 
Navy. He points out that it would not be at all difficult 
to found a thoroughly efficient school for naval cooks and 
lakers at one of the large recruiting rendezvous, such as 
Newport, Norfolk, or New York. By establishment in 
the latter city, ample conditions would be available for 
practical work in connection with the receivingship there, 
while it would not be at all difficult to obtain the ser- 
vices of experienced cooks and bakers from civil life to 
conduct special classes of instruction. “Unless a man 
enlisted in the Navy as a baker or cook can show satis- 
factory references as to his prior employment,” says 
Pay Inspector Mudd, in the Proceedings of the Naval 
Institute, ‘“‘and can further, on being sent to a training 
school for cooks and bakers, demonstrate his efficiency in 
the actual work of a galley, he should be discharged as 
unsuitable for the naval service, or should be given a 
four-months’ course on lines which would thoroughly 
prepare him for his duties.. If the Army, from a three 
years’ enlistment, can spare a man for four months, cer- 
tainly the Navy, with a year longer, can do so. Men in 
the Army who are considered worthy of the course are 
allowed to take it, on the recommendation of their com- 
manding officers, even when there are only eighteen 
months remaining on their enlistment.” 
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In forwarding his annual subscription a retired Ord- 
nance sergeant of the Army says: “We old fellows on the 
retired list are most anxiously awaiting the outcome of 
the proposed $6.25 addition to our pay which, if granted, 
will prove a Godsend, inasmuch as we can find good use 
for it, I beg to assure you, and should the measure faii 
to pass at this session of Congress many and bitter 
will be the pangs of disappointment suffered by those in- 
terested, which not only include ourselves, but those de- 
pendent on us as well. I can poorly afford the inclosed 
subscription, yet my interest in the premises is so intense 
and earnest that I have decided to dispense with other 
necessaries of life in order to follow the fostering of our 
proposed relief. Do you think we have any prospects 
of success?’ The bill referred to by our correspondent, 
S. 3638, introduced by the late Senator Alger, passed the 
Senate April 13, 1906, and was referred in the House to 
the Military Committee, who on June 4, 1906, reported it 
without amendment, House Report, No. 4676. The bill 
and report were referred to the Committee of the Whole 
House on the State of the Union, where it still is. If 
time allows it will no doubt be passed at this session, but 
time presses. 





A despatch from Atlantic City, Jan. 24, says: “Aris- 
tocracy in the American Army was bitterly attacked in a 
speech before a large gathering of churchmen this even- 
ing by Col. Noel Gaines, late of the U.S. Army and the 
Kentucky militia. He fiercely assailed the arguments of 
advocates of the Army canteen. He declared that the de- 
sertions from the Army were due principally to the ‘up- 
pishness’ of many officers in their dealings with the pri- 
vates. Officers, he said, have charged these desertions to 
the absence of the Army canteen. ‘I declare it is due to 
the wide gulf between the officers and men, the lack of 
fellowship and sympathy between the two, and the high- 
mindedness of the officers, which in some cases can scarce- 
ly be distinguished from the attitude of Russian aristoc- 
racy toward the peasantry.” Objection of officers to the 
anti-Canteen law he ascribed to the fact that in disregard 
of the Federal regulations, officers’ clubs are still selling 
liquor and the officers fear an application of the State 
laws to these organizations.” Gaines, who served during 
the War with Spain as captain of Volunteers, was ap- 
pointed first lieutenant, Artillery Corps, Aug. 22, 1901, 
and resigned Sept. 10, 1902. 
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Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Chief San- 
itary Officer of the Panama Canal Zone, in his report for 
December, 1906, shows that health conditions in the canal 
territory continue highly satisfactory. “During the month 
of December,” says Colonel Gorgas, “our force of em- 
ployees reached the highest figure it has yet attained. Par- 
ticularly our white force has increased. In our total 
force of 8,200 whites we had eight deaths, giving us a 
rate for the year of eleven per thousand. This is excep- 
tional sinall. Of these Americans we had no deaths from 
disease. We also have 800 American women and chil- 
dren, the families of these 6,000 employees. Among them 
there was no death from any cause. The death rate among 
the general population has also been satisfactory. I call 
particular attention to the drop in the number of deaths 
in the town of Colon. In November we had 77 deaths; 
in December, 48. The sick rate among the employees has 
been about what it was last month, thirty per thousand ; 
that is, out of every thousand employees we had thirty 
constantly sick. This is a small and satisfactory rate. 





During the month we had no quarantinable disease 
any kind.”

oughly tested out. The excess of $13,632 is not con- 
sidered great.” 
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Archbishop Messmer, of Wisconsin, one of the ablest 
of American Catholic prelates, has joined the increasing 
multitude of broad-minded citzens who believe in restor- 
ing the canteen feature of the Army post exchange i 
the interest of temperance and miltary efficiency. “W hile 
I am not taking part in any agitation for legislatio.,” 
says the Archbishop, in a public interview, “I should be 
glad to have it understood that I am absolutely in fayor 
of the re-establishment of the canteen in the various 
military posts and national soldiers’ homes. I am firmly 
convinced that the canteen is a strong temperance factor, 
and I am now sure, as I was when those good women— 
who meant well enough, God bless them! but who do jot 
know all there is to know—got the law legislating the 
canteen out of existence, that it was a mistake. The Jay 
abolishing the canteen has proved a harmful meassiire 
however its intent may have been.” 








The chief constructor of the French navy is quoted as 
saying that he is convinced that the battleship and 
armored cruiser must before long be merged into a single 
type, the battle cruiser. This resultant concentration of 
great attack and defense with extreme speed will, he be- 
lieves, be found illustrated, say in 1915, in a vessel of 
25,000 tons mounting a unit battery of high caliber guns 
and developing a speed of not less than twenty-two knots. | 
The French constructor is also persuaded that any navy 
now bold enough to lay down battleships of 25,000 tons 
displacement will by one stroke secure a tremendous ai: 
vance over all its rivals, because a squadron of four such 
vessels will greatly outclass six battleships less effective 
in the energies that can be assembled.

(hese exercises will be carefully practised by every unin- 
structed member of this command before commencing gal- 
jery practice.” The two battalions of the regiment sta- 
tioned at Madison Barracks, Sacket Harbor, N.Y., began 
their winter practice, using the Service rifle and ammuni- 
tion, on Tuesday, Feb. 5. The practice included a prac- 
rice march of six miles, partly over the ice covering Black 
River bay; once setting up the targets at distances vary- 
ing from one hundred to three hundred yards, the line 
of fire being in the direction of Lake Ontario. The firings 
were confined to slow fire and the shooting was charac- 
rerized by all of the care and supervision exercised in 
practice during the record season, As this novel method 
yf tiring was without precedent for the majority of the 
officers and men engaged, being further rendered difficult 
py the garish winter sun, stiff breezes and ice carpet, 
varied by snow patches, some of the good known distance 
shots at first made woeful miscalculations in their sight 
adjustments and holdings, but soldiers have campaigned 
in winter and battled in winter, hence the necessity and 
practical usefulness of the practice was recognized by 
those engaged. 


Vice Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, who has been 
relieved of the command of the British fleet in the Medi- 
rerranean, and will on March 5 hoist his flag on the 
battieship Edward VII., when he will take command of 
the Channel fleet, arrived at New York city, Feb. 5. 


Lord Charles came to America to look after the estate 
of his. brother,: Deleval, who died recently in Mexico, 
leaving property that is valued at about $1,000,000, which 
was bequeathed to the Admiral and his brother, Lord 
Marcus Beresford. Lord Marcus was to have come here 
also, but was taken with influenza and was compelled 
to remain at home. Asked for his opinion of the likeli- 
hood of war between Japan and the United States the 
Admiral said: “That is your own affair, but I think 
that the United States has too much common sense to go 
co war over such a matter. There will be no war—you 
may rest assured of that. I cannot conceive of anything 
arising to disrupt the ties that bind the two great English- 
speaking nations.” With regard to the building of a 
aavy Lord Charles Beresford said that he was glad to 
know that this country appreciated the value of effective 
fleets. His idea is that battleships are destined to be 
much larger in the future and that the Dreadnought 
would be thought smali at a distant date. “What you 
want in a battleship is one that will be able to keep the 
sea. That means heavy armor, large armament, large 
coal carrying capacity. ‘That means increased weight, 
and to carry weight you must have increased displace- 
ment, hence the increase in size of battleships. But in 
building battleships you must not forget your cruiser. 
The cruiser, and even the torpedoboat, are as necessary 
as the battleship, just as in the army cavalry and in- 
fantry are no more to be dispensed with than are heavy 
artillery and light artillery. All have their functions, 
though battleships are perhaps the best argument for 
peace. We want the biggest smallest guns and the 
smallest biggest guns.”

Pyt. Curtis E. Lofton, 11th Co., Coast Art., was tried 
by G.C.M. at Key West Barracks, Fla., found guilty of 
neglecting his duty as a member of the prison guard by 
permitting his rifle to get into the hands of. a prisoner, 
and lying to the officer of the day, and was sentenced to 
be dishonorably discharged from the Service, forfeiting 
all pay and allowances, and to be confined at hard labor 
for two years. General Duvall, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, in reviewing the proceedings, says: “It 
appears from the only summary court conviction in the 
record (approved Dec. 18, 1906) that up to that date he 
was on duty as first cook, The next Sunday (the 23d) 
he was on duty as a sentinel over a prisoner from the 
hand who had been in hospital for some time and had to 
ve taken to the band quarters for some purpose that does 
not appear. While there, the sentry allowed his rifle to 
be handled by some of the bandsmen present, and the 
prisoner was soon exhibiting to the other members of the 
band, his ability to execute the manual of arms with the 
sentinel’s weapon. ‘The accused pleaded guilty when ar- 
raigned upon the serious charge of surrendering his rifle 
to the prisoner he was guarding, but the circumstances 
take so much from the heinousness that such a charge or- 
dinarily implies, that the reviewing authority mitigates 
the sentence to confinement at hard labor at Key West 
Barracks for three months and forfeiture of thirty dollars 
of the pay of the accused. As mitigated, the sentence is 
ipproved and will be duly executed.” 











To illustrate the difference between conditions in the 
Navy at present and those that prevailed in its infancy, 
a writer in the Bluejacket relates the following: “On a 
recent occasion I was standing near a messenger boy 
who had been detailed to show visitors through the ship, 
when one of the strangers, after listening to the boy’s 
explanation of the aiming, the training and elevating 
gear and breech mechanism, of one of the heavy guns, 
inquired: ‘Why, you_ boys have to know more now than 
& captain knew in Paul Jones’s time, don’t you?’ The 
answer came instantly: ‘Of course we do, and we ought 
to; do you see that man wiping off the six-inch gun over 
there? Well, he’s only a gunner’s mate and he is getting 
five dollars per month more than the captain of the Bon 
Homme Richard was getting when sweeping the English 
channel’ And that visitor yet remains uncertain 
whether the boy was jollying him or not.” 


Readers who recall the delightful letters descriptive of 
4 journey across the continent and back, written by Mr. 
Montgomery Schuyler and published in the New York 
Times in 1906, will be pleased to know that they have 


been republished in book form by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
ew York, under the title, “Westward the Course of 





Empire—Out West and Back East.’’ In these letters, 
which have been considerably amplified for republication 
and embellished with many beautiful photographic illus- 
trations, the author convincingly demonstrates that the 
traus-continental journey, while conventional enough in 
many respects, still possesses unfading charm and allur- 
ing delights for the observant traveler. Mr. Schuyler 
manifestly undertook the journey with a resolve to enjoy 
it, and his letters show that he succeeded. He is a pa- 
triot and an optimist of the most cheerful type, he ex- 
ults in hiseAmericanism and aptly remarks that his tour 
covered ‘three thousand miles of Triumphant Democ- 
racy.” His descriptions are clear and captivating, and 
his narrative contains much entertaining comment on men 
and things. Mr. Schuyler’s letters were worth writing 
and all will agree that they are worth reading. Taken 
together they constitute a thoroughly enjoyable book of 
American travel.

In accordance with the act providing for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Artillery the War Department, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Chief of Artillery, has appointed the 
first seventy-four electrician sergeants in the Artillery 
to be electrician sergeants, first class, at a monthly com- 


pensation of $45 each. The remaining sixteen electrician 
sergeants in the Artillery Corps will be made electrician 
sergeants, second class, at $35 a month. The new act 
provides for twenty-six master electricians, sixty “engi- 
neers,” at $65 a morth, seventy-four electrician sergeants, 
first class, at $45 a month, and seventy-four electrician 
sergeants, second class, at $35 a month. The Torpedo 
Board is at work preparing a proposed Army General 
Order to provide means for filling the sixty original va- 
eancies in the grade of “Engineer,” and for filling future 
vacancies in the grade of master electrician, and elec- 
trician sergeants, first and second class. It is believed at 
the War Department that the vacancies in the grade 
of “Engineer’’ at the higher compensation of $65 a month 
will be filled by competitive examination from the elec- 
trician sergeants, first and second class. 





The following criticism upon an article of the soldier's 
uniform outfit is from the District Call, published at 
Fort Totten, N.Y.: “All we want to say is, that we 
hope the man who invented the suspender attachment 
for the new belt will have to wear it hereafter forever 
and forever, with a fur-lined olive drab coat on, and es- 
pecially with the hood attached. Probably these over- 
coats were intended for tropical service where servant 
hire is cheap and each man might afford a valet to at- 
tend to the harnessing up process, but in this cold coun- 
try, with no supernumerary acting as dresser, we would 
like to have a key as to the manner in which one man 
can get into this rigging, get the eccentric buckle in the 
back straight, pull down the hood in proper position, 
without breaking his neck, dislocating his shoulder, or 
becoming crosseyed. We will cheerfully pay a prize of 
$50 (canteen checks) for the best solution of this prob- 
lem.”

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In reply to the objections of Admiral Dewey to the 
use of the U.S.S. Hartford as a Nautical School ship at

The War Department has received from Cuba the re- 
port of the examining board which examined first-class 
privates of the Hospital Corps of the Army for appoint- 
ment as Hospital Corps sergeants.

Strauch, Paul E. Winekem, Herbert T. Waggener, W. E. 
Metcalf, Roy D. Smith, Edwin M. Solberg and Arthur 
C. Newburger. 
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The War Department has received the resignation of 
Assistant Surgeon and 1st Lieut. Compton Wilson, Army 
Medical Department, who is now serving in Cuba. Like 
many other young officers of the Medical Corps, Assistant 
Surgeon Wilson has become discouraged over the pros- 
pects for advancement under the existing organization of 
the Army Medical Corps, and believes that he can do bet- 
ter in civil life as a practising physician. 


A shooting affray occurred in a saloon near Fort 
Washington, Md., Jan. 27, in which Pvt. William S. 
Wirebarger, of the 104th Co., C.A., killed Pvt. Frederick 
Gosney, 17th Co., C.A. A dispute regarding a woman. 
led to the shooting. Wirebarger escaped, but later re- 
turned to the post and surrendered, and is now held ‘a 
prisoner in the guardhouse. 








Brig. Gen. T. J. Wint, U.S.A., commanding the Army 
of Cuban Pacification, has issued a very useful G.O., 
under date of Jan. 2, 1907, which publishes extracts of 
general orders and circulars from time to time, and being 
in the nature of permanent regulations for the troops 
serving in Cuba, with explanatory notes for the con- 
venience of officers and enlisted men. 





THE SPIRIT OF OLD WEST POINT. 


The Atlantic Monthly for February opens with the first 
of a series of articles entitled “The Spirit of Old West 
Point (1858-1862).” The author is Morris Schaff, a 
graduate of 1862, who served during the Civil War and 
in the manufacture of glass at Pittsfield, Mass. General 
Schaff, who obtains his title from his service as In- 
spector General of the Massachusetts Militia, describes 
in entertaining fashion the experiences of a_plebe 
with which are associated as his tormentors Kins- 
bury, Chambliss, Babbitt, Custer, Watts, Cushing 
(who was killed at Gettysburg), Noyes, “Gimlet” Lee, 
and Edie. With reference to hazing, Captain Schaff says: 
oW hen I reported, it was running full tide, and while it 
made life sutficiently miserable for me, yet, as I look back 
over it all, smiles rather than frowns gather. At the risk 
of being charged as a covert advocate, I must say that it 
was a mighty leveler in my day; and that the fellow who 
got it worst and most frequently, if he did not deserve it, 
at least courted it by some lofty manner, or resented wit- 
ticism. To be sure, sometimes, a profoundly rural sim- 
plicity, some queer wild look, tone of voice, or manner, ~ 
would get faithful, if not undue, attention.” 

Reynolds, who fell at Gettysburg; Webb, Warren, Mc- 
Cook, Howard, Griffin, Schofield, Hartsuff, Saxton, Weit- 
zel, and Hazen, of the Union; Hardee, Beauregard, Fitz 
Lee, Alexander, and Field, of the Confederate army, were 
on duty as officers at West Point. In the corps as cadets 
were Wilson, Upton, Hardin, Horace Porter, Merritt, 
Custer, and Mackenzie, of the North, while bound in ties 
of friendship with them were Ramseur, Wheeler, Rosser, 


’ Pelham, Young, Semmes, and Deering, of the South. An- 


other cadet was George L. Gillespie, who is described as 
“a boy with blue eyes kindled with the light of natural 
merriment, well formed, with coal-black hair.” Another 
was “Pat” O’Rorke, “spare, middle size, raven-black hair, 
his face inclined to freckles, but as mild as a May morn- 
ing, his manner and voice like that of a quiet gentleman 
—O'’Rorke had been a hod-carrier in Rochester when he 
was appointed to West Point. Previous appointees all 
having failed to pass, the Congressman, his pride proba- 
bly ruffied by the fact, set out determined to find some- 
body in his district who could graduate at the Military 
Academy, and, turning away from the rich and the high 
social levels, made choice of O’Rorke. There is something 
that sets the heart beating warmly in the fact that when 
his friends of toil learned that he stood at the head of his 
class, they chipped in some of their hard earnings and 
bought him a costly, richly engraved gold watch as a 
token that they were proud of him.” 

Hazlett, who was then color-sergeant, fell on Little 
Round Top about the same time as O’Rorke. “He was a 
handsome youth; had very dark hair, deep blue eyes, and 
in many ways, I think, the most distinguished air of all 
the cadets I recall,” the author says—‘that mingling of 
the gentleman and the man of the world, a rare charac- 
teristic in one so young.” “Little Dad” Woodruff, like 
O’Rorke, had dark hair, a rather clouded, oldish, firm 
face, and serious dark eyes, and was universally popular 
in his class. He was mortally wounded during Pickett’s 
charge. He was small and frail. “Rip” McCreery, a 
Virginian, so named because of his superfluous activity 
and loquacity, was killed while carrying the colors of the 
26th North Carolina the first day at Gettysburg. Of the 
sixty-six members admitted to Schaff’s class twenty-seven 
were from the South, all of whom went with their sec- 
tion, save Gillespie, of Tennessee, and McKee, of Ken- 
tucky. ‘The head of the class was Ranald Mackenzie, son 
of Commodore Mackenzie, and was easily the all-arourd 
ablest man in it. He had a very immobile, inexpressive 
face as a boy, and a little impediment in his speech; 
there was very little of the spick and span ways of a sol- 
dier about him, but he had a very sweet smile, with ear- 
nest gray eyes. Mansfield was a son of the able and ven- 
erable General Mansfield, who, with hair as white as 
snow, fell on the field of Antietam: George McKee, the 
son of Colonel McKee, class of 1829, of Lexington, Ky., 
and Charles R. Suter, now a colonel of Engineers, who, 
General Schaff says, “I have reason to believe meets the 
world with the same mild, sweet ways that characterized 
him as a pink-cheeked boy.” 

There are two West Points, we are told here—‘the ac- 
tual West Point, and the overarching spiritual one, of 
which the cadet only becomes conscious about the time he 
graduates. The determinate West Point that is to be his 
master for fonr years and the shaper of his destiny, meets 
him at the top of the slope with ominous silence. He 
hears no voice, he sees no portentous figure; but there is 
communicated in some way, through some medium, the 
presence of an invisible authority, cold, inexorable, and 
relentless. Time never wears away this first feeling; it 
comes back to every graduate on returning to West Point, 
let his years and his honors be what they may. And per- 
haps it is just as well that it is so; that there is one place 
left in our country where the vanity of asserted ances- 
try, and the too frequent arrogance of speculative and 
fortuitous commercial leadership, find a chill.” 





FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


During the war with Japan the Russian government 
gave an order to a French firm for 100,000 bullet-proof 
cuirasses, supposed to be made of vanadium steel, but 
really of chrome steel, and covered on both sides with 
layers of fire-resisting fabric. The weight of the cuirasse 
was not to exceed 4 kilos 100 grams. It is now alleged 
that false weights were employed for the purpose of veri- 
fication to allow of the cuirasses being passed with an ex- 
cess of ahout 160 grams over the contract weight. The 
makers deny the charge, urging that the Russian govern- 
ment is seeking an excuse to reject the cuirasses which, 
on the termination of the war with Japan, were no longer 
needed. The case produced some interesting evidence 
when heard at Fougéres, and has been adjourned for fur- 
ther inquiry. 

Work has been started on a first-class battleship for 
Brazil at Barrow, England. 

The young men of Germany who reached the age for 
military service in 1905 numbered 500,047. By adding 
those put back in 1904 (320,949), in 1993 (246.719), 
and in the previous classes (38,101), the total of the re- 
cruiling resources amounted to 1,105.816 men. .The num- 
ber of young men who enlisted in the army before -reach- 
ing the military age, and including one-year volunteers, 
ainounted to 22.229. 

Speaking of the recent affair in Jamaica in which the 
Governor of the island figured so ungracefully, the Unit- 
ed Service Magazine of London remarks: “If blame must 
be laid on anybody let it be on the real culprits—the ad- 
miralty and the War Office—who in their. anxiety to 
curry favor with an anti-militarist government, have not 
scrupled to rob our colonies of almost every Vv: . 
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protection, . Jamaica provides us with ‘the first result of 
the policy of a parsimonious legislature, and should in it- 
self prove a warning of what the future may have in store 
for us. If the warning is disregarded, as doubtless it will 
be (for what matter the lives of a few thousands when 
economy is at stake?), we may assure ourselves positively 
that worse things are bound to follow.” 

One of the French military experts who were with the 
Japanese army in Manchuria during the war with Russia 
states in the France Militaire that the successes of the 
Japanese were more or less decisive according as their 
artillery more or less rapidly dominated the enemy’s, 
When they were able to attain this result, either from 
their numerical superiority, as at the commencement of 
the war, or because they were better handled, the action 
was decisive, as at the Yalu and Wafangkou. When they 
were unable to attain it, their attacks miscarried, or only 
succeeded at the cost of enormous sacrifice of life, as at 
Nanshan and in the numerous unfruitful attacks attempt- 
ed at Liao-Yang, the Sha-ho, and at Mukden. According 
to all eye-witnesses, the gun was one of the chief factors 
in the victory of the children of the Rising Sun. 

M. Cuvinot, in a report on the French navy estimates, 
which has just been published, expresses the belief that 
the plan of 1906 for thirty-eight battleships will have to 
be renounced, and that the French Admiralty must be 
content with the twenty-eight battleships of the program 
of 1900. If, he says, the limitation of the number of big 
ships be adopted, and the system of replacing old vesséls 
accepted, the Budget for new constructions will be congid- 
erably reduced, while the expenditure on current account 
would be much less. He proposes to realize economy by 
not maintaining so many vessels in the reserve. 

A writer in the Broad Arrow, speaking of the recent in- 
cident in Jamaica, says: “From what the writer knows 
of Kingston, where he was once officially employed, every- 
one on shore must have been deeply grateful to the-Amer- 
icans for their prompt assistance. None more so proba- 
bly than the officers of the West. India Regiment, who 
were worked and harassed beyond the conception of those 
sitting by quiet firesides at home.” 

According to reports received at the War Office in Lon- 
don, it appears that within the last few months there has 
been a marked decrease in cases of enteric fever among 
British troops in India. In September there were 117 
admissions to hospital, in October sixty-six, and in No- 
vember only thirty-one. The returns for December have 
not yet been received, but it is believed that the improve- 
ment has been maintained. These figures unquestionably 
point to the vigilant attention which the authorities are 
exercising in the work of sanitation with a view to en- 
suring healthier surroundings for the British garrison. 
The epidemic of malarial fever in the Punjab and Fron- 
tier Province, which has affected most cantonments, is 
also subsiding. : 

The power of waves, says M. Brounin in La Nature, 
is the sum of two efforts, one dynamic and due to the 
orbital movement of the water particles, the other static, 
and dependent on the height of the center of gravity of 
the mass rai: above its normal position. Theory and 
observation seem to show that the total power of waves 
is divided equally between these static and dynamic ef- 
fects. If a body of water meets the wall of a structure 
there is a shock, and this is most violent at the water 
surface, diminishing with the depth. At the moment 
of meeting jets of water rise sometimes to very great 
heights. 

According to advices from Tokio, Japan, during the 
year 1907 the following warships will be launched at Jap- 
anese yards: At Kuri, the battleship Oki, of 15,000 tons; 
the armored cruiser Ibuki, of 14,600 tons, and the sec- 
ond class cruiser Megami, of 3,400 tons. From the yard 
at Yokosuka there will be launched the armored cruiser 
Kurama, of 14,000 tons; at Sasebo and Kobe, the crui- 
sers Tone and Obo, of 3,000 tons each; and at Uraga, the 
torpedo destroyer Kirusuki, of 830 tons. 

The Hochi Shimbun, of Tokio, Japan, quoting a naval 
expert. says: “In spite of the apparently limitless rival- 
ry in size and efficiency of naval armaments, according to 
the systems at present known, ships cannot be constructed 
exceeding twenty thousand tons nor guns of greater cali- 
ber than twelve inches efficiently operated. More pow- 
erful explosives have recently been invented and greater 
economy in space realized in boilers and engines. These 
mark a new epoch in naval armaments and it is now 
only epen to experts to coneentrate their energies for 
carrying these innovations into effect.” : 


SORE BACKS ON CAVALRY HORSES. 


The War Department has given further consideration 
to. the report relative to the large number of horses be- 
longing to one of the Cavalry organizations at Fort Riley, 
Kan., which became affected with sore backs after the 
maneuvers of last summer and fall. The Department 
takes this matter very seriously and has written a let- 
ter to Major Gen. A. W. Greely, the division commander, 
which will be found -of great interest by Cavalry and 
Field Artillery officers. The letter of the War Depart- 


ment to General Greely follows: 

The number of sore backs reported is greater than should 
follow if proper care and personal attention had been given to 
the animals by the men riding them. The number of disabled 
horses reported in two squadrons is so large (practically 50 
per cent.) that, in the ab of expl t the inf is 
that this condition resulted from careless saddling, careless 
riding, or neglect in the care of the horses’ backs and, prob- 
ably, from all three causes. : 

In the endorsements of Dec. 3 and 27, 1906, the opinion is 
exp that the condition reported is the result of inatten- 
tion, and neglect by officers in command. It is difficult to place 
the fesponsibility elsewhere. A troop commander is primarily 
responsible for the serviceable condition of men and horses, and 
it is his duty to take every reasonable step to maintain both in 
a state of readiness for instant service. It is recognized that 
continuous marching for a number of days is liable to result 
in some tender backs, but these can be kept down to a mini- 
mum by diligent care. The number of disabled horses is so 
great in the cases cited that little or no care whatever could 
have been exercised; on the contrary, gross neglect and repre- 
hensible carelessness can properly be charged. While troop 
commanders are primarily responsible, squadron commanders 
also should be held to share in the plain neglects reported, for 
they are accountable for lapses on the part of their troop com- 
manders. The condition reported clearly points to lack of per- 
sonal supervision on the part of troop commanders over im- 
portant details connected with thorough administration of the 
troop; likewise to a careless and indifferent performance of 
duty on the part. of squadron commanders. | 

Asa corrective measure it is noted that the department com- 

“where officers are found who cannot 
march mounted commands with a minimum smount of wear 
and tear that they be transferred to the dismounted service 
* #*  **" And that, in referring to thie suggestion, the divis- 
jon eotimander stated: “Particular attention is called to the 
recommendation * * * that officers who cannot satisfac 








torily march mounted commands should be transferred to the 
dismounted service." 

There is nothing to indicate the number of sore backed 
horses resulted from inability to march a mounted command, 
other than what follows indifference and neglect, If an offi- 
cer neglects his duty in one branch of the Service it is fair to 
assume he will neglect it in another, and the proper remedy 
cannot be found in transferring an inefficient and undesirable 
officer from one sphere of duty to be a detriment elsewhere; 
besides each branch should be made to bear its burden of in- 
efficients and take steps to make them efficient or to eliminat 
them from the Service altogether. e 

It is doubtful if the care of animals will be materially im- 
proved or made more uniform throughout the Army by addi- 
tional orders and instructions than will result if existing direc- 
tions on the subject are fully and completely complied with. 
To spell out every detail connected with the care of a horse or 
give each item of the day’s march is manifestly undesirable. 
The government has a right to expect something in the way. of 
initiative and control from its officers. 

In this case the officers responsible should be admonished 
for gross neglect and reprehensible carelessness and be required 
te acquaint themselves with the corrective measures necessary 
to prevent a recurrence of the deplorable condition reported. 





FOREIGN APPROVAL OF COMMANDER SIMS. 


London Engineering for Jan. 11 has a long editorial re- 
view of Lieut. Comdr.*Wm. S. Sims, U.S.N., on all-big- 
gun battleships, of which it expresses the most cordial ap- 
proval. Speaking of the author, who is described as one 
of the most capable and experienced of living naval gun- 
nery officers, it says: “He has analyzed the conditions 
which infmenced Japan’s victory, and Russia’s defeat, in 
the battle of the Sea o€ Japan, and having at his disposal 
the most recent and eomplete details, has produced a 
most luminous narrative of modern sea tactics.” 

As to the question of the value of the Dreadnought 
type, Engineering says: “It is well to have such cor- 
roborative testimony as that afforded by the distinguished 
United States naval ordnance expert. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Sims’s argument for all big guns is regarded as 
‘most conclusive,’ as well as that in favor ef the tactical 
advantage of speed and concentration of fire, which last 
is described as of ‘absorbing interest.’’”? Concluding, our 
English contemporary says: 

“Lieutenant Commander Sims’s report is one of the 
most important contributions on the subject yet available, 
so far especially as refers to the tactical qualities which 
justify the most important immediate elements of design 
of the Dreadnought class. Much of the evidence adduced 
is new even to close students of naval history, and the 
whole contribution once more proves that those in author- 
ity must be in possession of facts of the most vital impor- 
tance not available to the outsider. Thus there is here 
again reason for strenuously opposing the modern desire 
for the appointment of committees to sit in judgment 
upon the acts of men, who, having experience and first- 
knowledge, are better able to arrive at a sound judgment 
on all such matters than the members of such committees. 
Hewever capable ‘men of affairs’ the members may be 
they cannot absorb in a short period that extensive ex- 
perience: and knowledge which long and continuous fa- 
miliarity with current progress gives to those in authority. 
If responsible advisers of the nation are unsatisfactory, 
then the remedy is to be found in complete supersession 
rather than in the devolution of duty and in the dissipa- 
tion of responsibility among laymen or committees.

JAPAN IS OUR FRIEND. 

Count Asahi Kitagaki, of Kioto, Japan, is the guest 
of M. Sugimato, at Cincinnati, and other Japanese 
friends in that city. He is a member of the royal family 
of Japan and a distant relative of the Mikado, and there- 
fore knows much of the real feeling of his government 
toward America. And in addition he has been a student 
at the Naval Academy at Annapolis, and, in a way, been 
in touch with our Government. Again, he has made a 
study of the art of war, and his opinions are not those of 
a novice. In a recent conversation the Count said, as re- 
ported by our Cincinnati correspondent : 

“There will be no war between Japan and the United 
States.. There is not the slightest danger of a conflict 
between the two nations. All this agitation to the con- 
trary is simply newspaper talk. Those who talk of war 
know little of what such a conflict would mean. Such 
a war would necessarily be fought between the two navies 
of the nations, Japan and the United States, which are 
4,000 miles apart. How would our Navy be supplied with 
coal for an attack upon your coasts? This is just one of 
the many difficult problems to be solved. 

“But this is all beside the point. There will.be no war. 
The friendliest of relations exist between Japan and 
this great republic. The San Francisco affair is nothing. 
Our government recognizes that it is only a local affair, 
and that the act of a comparatively few people on the 
Pacific coast does not reflect the sentiment of the mass of 
the American people. I know from my own observation 
that the American people are friendly towards Japan. 
The two countries have much in common. They are the 
two most progressive countries in the world, and each 
has an honest admiration for the other. There will be no 
serious trouble between them.” 

CounteKitagaki has resigned from the Naval Academy 
in order to make a complete tour of the United States be- 
fore going back to Japan. He is the son of the former 
Governor of Kioto, one of the most distinguished men of

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The question of the pay when on active duty of Capt. 
A. T. Mahan, Med. Dir. E. 8. Bogert and Med. Inspr. 
T. Woolverton, officers on the retired list of the Navy, 
who had been advanced one grade, was referred to the 
Comptroller. In reply.he says: “It is held by this office 
that an officer on the retired list employed on active duty 
under this act is entitled to the present or current pay 
and allowances of an officer of the active list of the 
grade from which he was retired (11 Con. Dec., 419). The 
pay and allowances remain so fixed and are not affected 
by any advancement to a higher grade or rank on ftie re- 
tired list. I am of opinion that the officers you mention 
are not entitled to receive the active duty pay and al- 
lowances of officers on the active list of the rank to 
which they have heen advanced, as-such pay.and allow- 
ances are not those of officers of the active list of the 
grades from which they were retired.”

A correspondent suggests that a man-of-war should be 
detailed for duty as a trainingship for apprentice seamen 
on the Pacific coast. A few years ago several ships were 
employed on this duty, but lately the idea of educating 
young boys in man-of-war life prior to detail to cruising 
ships seems to have come to a standstill. A ship touch- 
ing at the Pacific ports would be visited by boys and 
men who would get an idea what life on board of a war- 
ship is, and most probably a good number of recruits 
could be added to our shorthanded complements by re- 
cruiting parties visiting the surrounding country. A ship 
should be selected which would make a good impression. 
Boys would ‘enlist and after a training cruise would be 
of value to any ship and could be advanced to higher rat- 
ings more rapidly than boys who get their whole training 
and naval education at the training station at Yerba Bu- 
ena Island in San Francisco Bay. There are not many 
ships on the Pacific coust available at present for such 
duty, and we can think of but one suited for the purpose, 
and that is the Boston, which is admirably fitted in all 
respects for this work and would impress any young map 
most favorably. Being of the old build and having any 
amount of available room and every facility needed to 
handle and train the young idea to an able man-of-war's 
man, her detail for training and reeruiting service on the 
west coast of the United States would be a paying invest- 
ment to the Navy Department. The Boston is a ship of 
fairly good size and is so constructed as to carry a large 
number of boys, with her regular complement cut in half, 
and as she can also carry a large supply of stores !ong 
visits to Magdalena Bay could be made with ease, and 
her fuel supply replenished when needed at our coalinsg 
station at Pichilinque, Mexico, only very few miles aw2y. 
After a-cruise to train the recruits in seamanship in al] 
of its branches, including target practice with great guns. 
ete., the ship could again visit ports on the coast and re- 
turn to San Francisco to transfer the then ordinary, sea- 
men to the receivingship at Mare Island for detai! to 
cruising men-of-war and resume her southern trip, after 8 
few weeks’ rest, with another crew of anprentice-seamen. 
On a recent visit of the destroyer Preble to San Pedro, 
Cal., not fewer than ten men were enlisted. by her, and if 
a torpedohoat, which has: no comforts or attractions [0 
offer, can accomplish this much, a ship as well known and 
liked as the Boston should’be able to accomplish much 
more.. Taking inal] smaller towns from San Diego to 
Santa Barbara, with a ship at a near seaport, would re- 
sult most favorably, withont a doubt, and an early start 
and a virorous attempt would bring forth the desired men. 
Action shouldbe taken at once; for men are a dire need 
to the Seryice at present, and every day lost.without a)" 
ing men is a step backward.

basis as regards commutation of quarters as officers of 
the Army and Marine Corps. The provision contained in 
the Naval Appropriation bill relating to this matter is as 
fulluws: “For pay of quarters for officers serving with 
troops where there are no public quarters belonging to the 
Government, and where there are not sufficient quarters 
possessed by the United States to accommodate them, or 
commutation of quarters not to exceed the amount which 
an officer would receive were he not serving with troops. 
* * ** 'The Bureau of Navigation, in the letter for- 
warded to the House Committee on Naval Affairs this 
week by Seeretary Metcalf, says: “As this bill when 


enacted into law will not become effective until July 1, 
1NG7, pay officers who have made disbursements prior to 
that date for commutation of quarters for officers serving 
with troops will, under the Comptroller’s decision, be 
checked for the sums so paid. To forestall this checkage 


ihe Bureau suggests the insertion of the following lan- 
guage in the Naval bill after the word ‘troops,’ :—‘and 
the proper accounting officers of the Treasury are hereby 
authorized and directed to allow in the settlement of ac- 
counts of disbursing officers all payments made prior to 
July 1, 1907, for commutation of quarters for officers on 
shore serving with troops and not provided with public

‘The projectile invented by Capt. Samuel Hof, O.D., U. 
S.A., was recently tested at Springfield Arsenal by the 
board on small arins. 
caliber 38. Some of the bullets were of lead and others 
were jacketed with steel. They were fired into pine boxes 
22 by 8 inches, filled with red clay. After the sputtering 
of clay displaced by the fired projectile was over liquid 
plaster of paris was poured in, filling the cavity, and the 
ass allowed to cool, after which the cones were uncased. 
Some of the cones were 22 inches long, some about 12 
inches, resembling red icicles. Examination was then 
made with a view to the recovery of the projectile and 
hote was made of its condition. It was found that the 
round ball made of steel or antimony moulded into the 
point of the bullet becomes detached from the bullet and 
mushrooms very like the hollow point man-stopper 
bullets, and it is equal to that in accuracy. It is claimed 
that the same result follows when the projectile is fired 
into water, but this was not tested at Springfield. Ex- 
periments with the carcasses of semi-frozen beef showed 
that when a bullet of small caliber and having great en- 
ergy strikes the bone it make a hole through it that is 
clean cut. When a ballet of caliber .45 strikes a large 
hone or when one of Hof’s man-stopping bullets strikes 
a large bone it splits or fractures or pulverizes the bone. 
The careass was laid horizontally and fired into, using 
projectiles of lead or projectiles jacketed or sheathed with 
cupro-nickel steel, also by Hof’s bullet.

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Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., Professor of Draw- 
ing at the U.S. Military Academy, delivered a lecture 
on “West Point and Military Education” in Cooper 
Union, New York, on the evening of Feb. 6, in which

dence. In a majority of cases he has not even acquired 
what culture professes to give him—disciplined powers 
of thought. On the other hand, as Colonel Larned 
pointed out, West Point “systematically develops the 
body and it trains the mind along a consistent line for 
the double purpose of clear thinking and effective prac- 
tical work. It trains the character to discipline of 
action, habits of subordination to lawful authority, strict 
personal accountability for word and act, truth telling, 
integrity and fidelity to trust, simplicity of life, and 
courage. It requires the surrender of life and personal 
interest to the service of the State without hesitation 
and without other reward than the satisfaction of duty 
accomplished. It demands the renuneiation of luxury 
and of the pursuit of wealth, and it places the service 
of others above the service ef self as the ideal of life. 
It is therefore essentially a school of character, and in its 
genius this function is supreme, for in character lies the 
highest potentiality of accomplishment in the military 
as in every walk of life.”

The War Department has received a communication 
from Capts. A. S. Morgan and C. H. Hilton, Art. Corps, 
in which they claim they should be given higher rank on 
the lineal list of captains of Artillery. They base their 
claim on the statement that under the Act of Feb. 1, 
1901, under which they were both appointed in the Army, 
they were given rank below certain officers who had less 
“prior commissioned service.” It will be recalled that 
that act provided that officers appointed under it should 
be given rank according to “prior commissioned service.” 
But it took nearly a year and a half to make all of the 
appointments under the act, and in the meantime a few 
casual vacancies occurred in the grade of first lieutenant 
to which it became necessary to make appointments, and 
although the rank of all of the officers appointed under 
the act had not been definitely settled and could not be 
until all of the appointments were made, the War De- 
partment did the best thing possible under the cireum- 
stances and promoted to fill these casual vacancies the 
officers standing at the head of the list as it then existed. 
It seems that Captains Morgan and Hilton had not been 
appointed when some of these promotions were made, 
and they claim that some of the officers promoted had 
less prior commissioned service than they. Under the 
circumstances, however, it will probably be held by the 
War Department that it would be inadvisable to disturb 
the lineal list as it has now existed for nearly six years.

The prohibition against shipments to the Philippines 
other than in American bottoms is a source of great em- 
barrassment to the Army as well as to the Navy. The 
Quartermaster General of the Army has made every effort 
to induce Americans to submit bids, but the only proposal 
received was from the owners of the steamship China, 
which would not, it is said, make more than a couple of 
trips a year and which could not carry the supplies need- 
ed. In a letter addressed to the House Naval Committee, 
Ieb. 5. Admiral Cowles, Chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, shows the difficulties to which the Navy is subjected 
in the matter of transporting coal. Owing to the prohi- 
bitions of the coastwise shipping law it has been neces- 
sary to purchase Cardiff coal, which can be had delivered, 
including duty, at rates about equal to the rates demand- 
ed for transportation only in American ships, to which 
must be added the cost of the coal. The coal, of course, 
is shipped in foreign bottoms, but is not shipped by the 
Government, but purchased at the station where it is re- 
quired. Admiral Cowles says: ‘The law has been in 
eifect two and one-half years. ‘To the Bureau, it appears 
without question, it has been demonstrated that there are 
not sufficient American ships to carry out the intent of 
the law, and its operation is detrimental to the interest 
of the Government, and particularly so to the Navy De- 
partment.”

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Gen. C. Williams, U.S.A.. commanding the Department 
of the Colorado, in reviewing the proceedings of the G. 
C.M. in the case of Pvt. Garfield F. Hurst, Co. I, 29th 
Inf., at Whipple Barracks, Ariz., who was found not 
guilty of desertion, but guilty of absence without leave, 
and who was sentenced to be confined at hard labor for 
nine months, forfeiting ten dollars per month of his pay 
for the same period, and to reimburse the United States 
fifty dollars, the amount paid for his apprehension and 
delivery, says: “In the foregoing case, it appears from 
the evidence that the accused absented himself from his 
command for a period of four months without authority, 
that he discarded his uniform and assumed and habitually 
wore the dress of a civilian, and that he failed utterly to 
make any reasonable excuse or explanation of his con- 
duct in support of his plea that he was guilty of absence 
without leave only. In the opinion of the reviewing au- 
thority, the foregoing facts constituted sufficient evidence 
to have warranted a finding of guilty of desertion. This 
record, as well as another prepared by the judge advocate 
of this court, displays a gross and inéxcusable carelessness 
in its preparation that reflects discredit alike upon both 
the court and the judge advocate. Such inefficient per- 
formance of duty is noted with great displeasure by the 
department commander. Subject to the foregoing re- 
marks, the sentence is approved.”

An interesting test of the first 16-inch gun constructed 
for the U.S. Government was held at Sandy Hook, N.J.4 
on Feb. 4, only one shot being fired. One shot was also 
fired from a 10-inch gun. Among those in the party that

The target for the 16-inch rifle was of armor plate twelve 


inches thick, a representation of the plate of a battleship 
of the Iowa type. The 10-inch gun was discharged against 
a plate of six inches thickness, representing the armor of 
a cruiser. The shells were discharged with high explosive 
powder, but the velocity was low. The range for the 16- 
inch gun was about 15,000 yards. The other was 10,000 
yards. There was a report that the results with the 16- 
inch gun had been disappointing as far as the armor 
piercing power was concerned, as compared with the work 
of the smaller gun. This was not the view expressed by 
those who had seen the trial. They did not care to enter 
into details. . 
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The bill to establish the grade of captain in the Phil- 
ippine Scouts, which has been passed by the Senate, 
should become a law, not only as a matter of justice to 
the Scouts themselves, but in the interest of the Army as 
well. At present the captains of Scouts are provided by 
detailing lieutenants of the line of the Army and the re- 
sult of this system is that many officers have been taken 
from the Army who are needed with their own organiza- 
tions. The present lieutenants of Scouts include a consid- 
erable number of former non-commissioned officers of the 
Army who are thoroughly trustworthy and capable for 
whom the creation of the grade of captain in the Scout 
organization would afford well-deserved promotion. The 
present majors of Scouts are detailed as such from eap- 
tains of the line of the Army and when the Scout com- 
panies are all organized into battalions, thirteen line cap- 
tains of the Army will be needed to serve as majors. If 
the Army is required to supply thirteen captains to serve 
as majors it is hard to see how it can continue to supply 
lieutenants to serve as captains. The fair and practical 
solution of the whole problem lies in the bill now under 
consideration, 





The General Staff of the Army is working on a pro- 
posed General Order which will abolish the “division” as 
a geographic unit for military administration, making the 
“department” the unit as formerly. It will be recalled 
that a recommendation was made by then Acting Chief of 
Staff Barry in his annual report that such an order be is- 
sued and that this was concurred in by Secretary Taft in 
his report. The promulgation of such an order will make 
necessary 2 complete readjusiment of the commands of 
general officers serving in this country. It is probable 
that the order will not be ready for issue for several 
weeks. 





The War Department hopes to be able to issue the long 
looked-for campaign badges within a few months. As we 
have before stated, these badges are now being made at 
the United States Mint in Philadelphia and, when com- 
pleted, wili be well worth the having and waiting for. A 
request was received this week by the War Department 
froin an officer of the Army for two Indian campaign 
badges, when they are issued, for participation in twe 
such campaigns. It was decided, however, that the or- 
der directing the issue of the badges contemplates the is- 
sue of only one Indian campaign badge for participation 
in one or more such campaigns.

The District of Columbia Commandery of the Mili- 
tary Order of the Leyal Legion held their annual banquet 
at Rauscher’s, Washington, on Friday evening, Feb- 
ruary 1.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. Johnson Van Dyke Middleton, U.S.A., retired, who 
died at his residence in Washington, D.C., Jan. 30, was 
born in that city, Dec. 15, 1834, and entered the Army 
as an assistant surgeon in 1861; was brevetted captain 
and major for faithful service in the Civil War; reached 
the rank of lieutenant colonel and deputy surgeon general 
in 1893, and was retired in 1898 by operation of law. He 
was advanced to colonel or the retired list for Civil War 
service April 23, 1904. In the Spanish War he was sta- 
tioned at San Francisco and fitted out with medical 
supplies the expeditions to the Philippines. When the 
Custer massacre occurred Colonel Middleton, then on 
duty at Fort Lincoln, was detailed to inform the widows 
of the officers who lost their lives in the valley of the 
Little Big Horn of their bereavement. The ritualistic 
service of the Episcopal Church was conducted over the 
remains of Colonel Middleton in St. Margaret’s Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, Washington, D.C., Jan. 31, which 
was attended by a large number of the friends of the 
deceased officer, including many of the officers of the Army 
and Navy in Washington. The pallbearers wcre Surgeon 
Genera! 0’Reilly, Gen. O. E. Wood, Gen. E. D. Dimmick, 
Gen. J. J. Coppinger, Gen. Charles W. Hobbs, Gen. C. 
McKibbin, Gen. F. Thorp and Majcr Walter D. McCaw. 
The expressed wish of Colonel Middleton was that his 
iunera! should be without military features, and the wish 
was observed. Many members of the Commandery of 
the District of Columbia of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States were in attendance. 
The interment was private and in Oak Hill Cemetery. 

“In reading the ARMY AND Navy JourNat I notice 
the announcement of Col. J. V. D. Middleton’s death,” 
writes a correspondent. “My first impulse is to write 
something of this good man for the benefit of the young 
men of his corps. Truly he was an honor to his corps 
and as one of them was heard to say, a searchlight could 
be turned upon him and not a blemish found as to his 
record since he entered the Army in 1861.

Ethyl] Atkinson Hardaway, wife of Capt. B. F. Hard- 
away, 17th U.S. Inf., died at Fort McPherson, Ga., Jan. 
27. 

Brig. Gen. Samuel Beckley Holabird, U.S.A., retired, 
died at his residence in Washington, D.C., Feb. 3. He 
was born in Canaan, Conn., on June 16, 1826, and was 
graduated from the West Point Military Academy in 1849 
as a brevet second lieutenant, 1st Inf., and was sent to the 
frontier for duty. He served with the 1st Infantry until 
appointed captain and assistant quartermaster May 13, 
1861. During the Civil War he served in the northern 
Virginia and Maryland campaigns with the Army of the 
Potomac, and was present at the battle of Antietam and 
at the siege of Port Hudson. From 1862 to 1865 he 
served as chief quartermaster general of the Department 
of the Gulf. In 1883 he was made brigadier general and 
served as quartermaster general of the Army. He was 
retired June 16, 1890, on account of age. General Hola- 
bird was known in literary circles as the translator of 
General Jomini’s treatise on grand military operations 
of Frederick the Great. Since his retirement he had 
lived in Washington. He leaves a son, William Hola- 
bird, of Chicago, and a daughter, Mrs. Paul von Kurow- 
sky, of Washington. The funeral was held Feb. 4, and 
he was buried in the Soldiers’ Home Cemetery. General 
Holabird received the brevets of major, lieutenant colonel, 
colonel and brigadier general, March 13, 1865, for faith- 
ful and meritorious services during the Rebellion. 

Mate Olaf Christophersen, U.S.N., senior in his grade 
in the Navy, died on Feb. 2, 1907. He was born in Nor- 
way, and was appointed mate, Aug. 18, 1897, and had 
previously served ten years and three months as an en- 
listed man.

Mr. James Mosher, brother of Major Theodore Mosher, 
U.S.A., retired, died at Washington, D.C., Jan. 26. 

Irs. Marcia Parrish Rhodes, mother of Capt. Charles 
D. Rhodes, 6th U.S. Cav., died at Delaware, Ohio, 
Jan. 30. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Powell Erickson, wife of Lieut. Hjalmar 
Erickson, 7th U.S. Inf., died at Columbus, Ohio, Feb. 1, 
at the home of her father, Gen. Eugene Powell. 

Mr. Norman C. Stiles, father of Major H. R. Stiles, 
U.S.A., retired, died at Hartford, Conn., Feb. 4. 

The sudden death on Jan. 26 last in Philadelphia of 
Mr. Thaddeus L. Vanderslice will cause widespread re- 
gret among naval officers and in civil life. Mr. Vander- 
slice was in the United States Navy for several years, 
having been appointed third assistant engineer, Sept. 8, 
1863; promoted to second assistant engineer, Oct. 15, 
1865, and resigned from the Service, Dec. 31, 1871. His 
sea service comprised duty on the Lancaster, Saranac, 
and Yantic. Following his resignation from the Naval 
Service Mr. Vanderslice entered upon the practice of the 
law, and took up that particular branch dealing with 
corporation practice, in his native city, Philadelphia. He 
had been a sufferer for several years from heart trouble. 
He is survived by a widow and two daughters. ‘During 
his whole life,’ writes a correspondent, “he retained his 
interest in naval matters and kept in touch with the mem- 
bers of his former corps. An honest man, an able advo- 
cate, a steadfast friend, Thaddeus L. Vanderslice will 
long be remembered by many of the older naval officers 
with whom he had been associated during his brief naval 
career.”

Mrs. Gibson was sev- 
enty-two years old, and was the daughter of the late Ma- 
jor and Paymr. Benjamin Walker, U.S.A. The immedi- 
ate cause of her death was partial paralysis and cerebral 
hemorrhage. She is survived by her husband, three daugh- 
ters, and three sons—Mrs, Catherine Gibson White, Mrs. 
George W. Wallace, and Mme. Atkinson, of the Convent 
of the Sacred Heart, Chicago, and Major B. W. Atkinson, 
4th U.S. Inf.; H. K. Gibson and Dr. H. G. Gibson, of 
New York. 

Mrs. John R. Bartlett, widow of Rear Admiral Bart- 
lett, U.S.N., died at Nice, France, Feb. 6. Her two 
daughters were with her at the time of her death. Rear 
Admiral Bartlett died in November, 1904. 

Chief Engr. Charles H. Loring, U.S.N., retired, died in 
Hackettstown, N.J., of paralysis Feb. 5. He was born in 
Boston in 1828 and entered the Navy in 1851 as a third 
assistant engineer. He became a chief engineer March 
25, 1861, and served as engineer of the fleet in the North 
Atlantic Squadron from May, 1861, to October, 1862, dur- 
ing which time he took part in the capture of Forts Hat- 
teras and Clark, and in the battle with the iron-clad Mer- 
rimaec in Hampton Roads in March, 1862. He was en- 
gaged during the remainder of the war in the construction 
of monitors on the Western rivers, and for two years was 
general inspector of iron-clad vessels building west of the 
Alleghanies. He was appointed Chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering in 1884, and was later President of 
the Experimental Board at the navy yard, New York. He 
was retired for age Dec. 26, 1890. 

Thomas A. Carter, the father of Lieut. Arthur H. Car- 
ter, A.C., U.S.A., died in University hospital in Kansas 
City, Mo., Sunday, Feb. 3. He was sixty years old and 
lived at Marion, Kan. He was one of the best known 
citizens of that town, being mayor, councilman and mem- 
ber of the Board of Education at different times. The 
remains were sent to Marion for interment, accompanied 
by Lieutenant Carter. 

Rear Admiral Albert Kautz, U.S.N., retired, a 
brother of the late Gen. August V. Kautz, U.S.A., died at 
Florence, Italy, Feb. 6. He was a distinguished officer 
of the old Navy, which he entered as an acting midship- 
man, Sept. 28, 1854. He was graduated from the U.S, 
Naval Academy, and appointed midshipman, June 11, 
1858, and served in the home squadron on the frigates 
Celorado, Roanoke, Savannah, and the sloop Saratoga, 
from July, 1858, to July, 1860. He was promoted passed 
midshipman, Jan. 19, 1861; master, Feb. 23, 1861, and 
lieutenant, April 21, 1861. While in command of the 
prize brig Hanna Balch, off Charleston, §.C., with orders 
to proceed to Philadelphia on June 25, 1861, he was cap- 
tured in sight of Cape Hatteras by the Confederate 
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privateer Winslow. After being on parole in North Caro- 
lina for two months he was incarcerated in Henricy 
county jail, Richmond, Va., by order of Jefferson Davis, 
as a retaliatory measure consequent on the imprison 
ment of privateers in the Tombs in New York city. hi 
October he negotiated an exchange by means of whic); 
Admiral Worden, Lieut. George L. Seldon and himse!l! 
were released from prison and restored to duty on condi 
tion that Lieutenants Stevens, Lovall and Butt be sent 
south under a flag of truce. This was the first exchange 
authorized by President Lincoln and his Cabinet. H: 
was on the Hartford in 1862, and served as flag office; 
on Farragut’s staff, at the same time commanding tli 
first division of great guns in the engagements of Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip, the Chalmette batteries, and 
the capture of New Orleans in April, 1862. He ha 
command of the howitzers under Captain Bell at Ney 
Orleans, and hauled down the One Star flag in person 
from the city hall, when Mayor Munroe refused 1 
strike, and hoisted the Stars and Stripes on the custo: 
house. He continued to serve on the Hartford during th, 
engagements with the batteries at Vicksburg in June ani 
July, 1862. After the Civil War he served on variou: 
vessels and on assignments ashore. He was promote:| 
lieutenant commander, May 29, 1865; commander, Sept. 
3, 1872; captain, June 2, 1885; commodore, April 6, 
1897, and rear admiral, Oct. 24, 1898, and then took com 
mand of the Pacific station. In 1899 he visited the 
Samoan Islands at the time Great Britain and Germany 
were at odds, deposed Mataafa and installed Malieto. 
Tanu as king. His action was supported by the Britis); 
naval forces and approved by his own government. Ho: 
tilities resulted between the different factions on the 
island and some American and English officers and men 
were killed. Admiral Kautz then returned to the United 
States and hauled-down his flag on the Pacific coast on 
Jan. 28, 1901, retiring from active service the following 
day by reason of age. The acts of Admiral Kautz at 
Samoa have been commended by Americans as courage 
ous, patriotic and right. A son, Austin Kautz, is now a 
lieutenant in the Navy. It was his field glasses that 
Farragut used while lashed to the rigging in the eap- 
ture of Mobile, and those glasses are now kept by the 
Kautz family. r 

Henry Cranston, formerly proprietor of the old hotel 
“Cranston’s on the Hudson,” died at Seattle, Wash., Feb. 
5, of grippe, aged sixty-one years. Mr. Cranston came 
from a family of hotel keepers, famous before the wxr 
as proprietors of the old New York Hotel, in Brosd.

The G.C.M. in the case of Major Charles W. Penrose, 
25th 1.8, Inf., charged with neglect of duty to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline in violation of 
the Sixty-sixth Article of War, incident to the shooting in 
Brownsville, Tex., by negro soldiers, began at San An- 
tonio, Tex., Feb. 4, Col. George Le Roy Brown, 26th Inf., 
presiding. Major Penrose entered a formal plea of not 
guilty. The charges are signed by 1st Lieutenant’ Bank- 
head, 17th Inf., and the specifications ‘briefly are that Ma- 


jor Penrose after being warned failed to give orders for 
special vigilance to Captain Macklin, failed to make fre- 
quent inspection or restrain the men during the night and 
did nothing to bring them to justice. There were some 
forty witnesses, comprising citizens of Brownsville, Tex. 
At the session on Feb. 6 Lieut. Col. R. R. Stevens, Q.M. 
G., arose and said that he wished to inform his associates 
that he had already formed an opinion as to the guilt of 
the accused; that evidence might be introduced that would 
remove this opinion, but it would take positive evidence 
to do it. After consultation it was determined to excuse 
Colonel Stevens, and the trial will proceed with twelve 
instead of thirteen members. Testimony was given by 
eyewitnesses that the negro troops did the shooting boldly 
and that so far as could be observed no official action 
was taken at the post on the night of the raid. 

President and Mrs. Roosevelt were hosts at the fourth 
and Jast State reception at the White House, Washington, 
Feb. 7. This levee was complimentary to the officers of 
the Army and Navy, and one of the most brilliant of the 
series. Lieut. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, was 
the first to greet the L’resident, the other officers of the 
Army following him in the order of their rank. All were 
in uniform. Admiral George Dewey led the Navy, and he 
in turn was followed by the officers of his branch of the 
Service, who followed in the order of precedence, each 
and every one in the full dress of the Navy. Mrs. Fred- 
erick I). Grant, who accompanied General Grant, was 
gowned in black lace heavily jetted. Mrs, Cowles was 
gowned in white net, pailletted in mother of pearl sequins 
over pale blue silk. Conspicuous among the large flags 
hanging in the corridor were the President's flag and the 
flags of the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy. ‘The flag of the Admiral of the Navy also was in 
evidence, the whole intertwining of the colors making a 
brilliant setting for the scene.

.had no Jess than 15,000 refugees under his charge in 
seventeen different camps, and when the varied charac- 
ters of these people are considered, the task that Lieu- 
tenant Scott performed with such marked success may 
be the more readily understood. His work was admir- 
ably done throughout, and San Francisans have much 
to thank him for. Upon his detachment he was the re- 
cipient of more than one token of appreciation from 
those under him. Although but a comparatively young 
man, Lieutenant Scott showed executive ability worthy 


. of a man of wide experience.” 


Noting the withdrawal of Rear Admiral Charles M. 
Thomas, U.S.N., from the post of Superintendent of 
Naval ‘Training Service and the detail of Capt. Albert C. 


Dillingham, U.S.N.,; as his successor, the Bluejacket 
says: “Instead of saying that there are few officers who 


have had charge of so many enlisted men as Admiral 
Thomas, as we did in July, 1905, we can now say that 
there is only one officer who has had charge of as many, 
and that officer is Capt. A. C. Dillingham, U.S.N., who 
‘is now the Superintendent of the Naval Training Service.

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Rear Admiral William W. Mead, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired for age on Feb. 8, 1907, is a Kentuckian, and was 
appointed an acting midshipman at the Naval Academy 
Dec. 29, 1861, graduating in 1865.

ties and responsibilities are not as great as those o/ the 
post non-commissioned staff. Civilian clerks are paid frou 
$900 to $2,000 per annum, with liberal expense «llow- 
ances, while traveling or on detached duty. Since th 
present rate of pay for this class (the post non-comiis 
sioned staff) was fixed, the cost of living has increase 
considerably and wages in civil pursuits have been raised 
in conseyuence.

1276. Amounts due from credit sales and other subsistence 
charges will be collected by paymasters, taken up by them and 
promptly transferred to a disbursing commissary, the paymaster 
giving duplicate invoices and taking receipts on each pay ac- 
count or pay roll. 

II. Par. 1488, Army. Regulations, as amended by G.O. 144, 
W.D., Aug. 15, 1906, is further amended to read as follows: 

1488. Hospital charges will be as follows: For retired en- 
listed men and civilian employees of the Army, and for enlisted 
men of the Navy and Marine Corps, 40 cents per day, except 
that in Alaska, whenever necessary to protect the hospital fund 
against actual loss, charges for civilian employees may be not 
to exceed 60 cents per day; for officers of the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps, warrant officers of the Navy, contract surgeons 
and contract dental surgeons, and civilian seamen and river 
boatmen (the last two classes admitted only on permit issued 
by a medical officer of the Marine Hospital Service or a cus- 
toms officer), and civilians admitted as provided in the preced- 
ing paragraph, $1 per day. The money received will be ac- 
counted for with the hospital fund. No charge will be made 
for the subsistence of officers, contract surgeons and contract 
dental surgeons in field hospitals unless the duration of the 
stay in such hospitals is longer than forty-eight hours.

So much of G.O. 27, Hdqts. Army, A.G.O., March 11, 1903, 
as places Fort Slocum, N.Y., in the Eastern Artillery District of 
New York is rescinded.

For each of the remaining 120 companies of Coast Artillery 
now in service, one observer, first. class; one plotter; one ob- 
server, second class; two gun commanders, and two gun point- 
ers. 

For each torpedo planter, two chief planters and two chief 
loaders, to be selected from the enlisted men serving on the 
terpedo planters. 

2. Upon the recommendation of company commanders Ar- 
tillery District commanders will rate and disrate casemate 
electricians; observers, first class; plotters; chief planters; 
chief loaders; observers, second class; gun commanders, and 
gun pointers authorized for companies of Coast Artillery 
serving in their districts. Upon the recommendation of com- 
manding officers of torpedo planters the Chief of Artillery will 
rate and disrate chief planters and chief loaders serving on tor- 
pedo planters. 

3. Artillery. District commanders will forward through 
military channels to The Military Secretary of the Army, as 
soon as practicable, a statement of the number of observers, 
first class; plotters, and observers, second class, in addition to 
those hereinbefore authorized, required for service at battle, 
fire, and mine command stations in their districts. Observers, 
first class, should be specified for primary stations, and ob- 
servers, second class, for secondary stations.

enlisted man and recruit, be made for each general prisoner 
upon his receipt at the designated place of confinement. The 
Secretary of War also directs that a notation showing the or- 
ganization of which the prisoner was formerly a member and 
citing the order promulgating his sentence of confinement be 
placed on the finger print form below the outline figures, and 
that the remark ‘Identification record made’ be entered on 
the prisoner’s descriptive list in every case in which that 
record has been obtained and forwarded. Every descriptive 
list subsequently issued in the case of any of these prisoners 
must bear the same remark; and if the descriptive list of a 
general prisoner heretofore or hereafter received at any place 
of confinement, by transfer or otherwise, does not bear that 
remark, the case will be reported to the commanding officer, 
who- will see that the identification record is obtained and for- 
warded as soon as practicable. The Secretary of War further 
directs that such instructions as are necessary to obtain the 
desired records in cases of general prisoners be given to the 
commanding officer at each post in your department at which 
such prisoners are likely to be held in confinement.’’

‘‘When due please place to my credit with Samuel T. Bond- 
hus, 97-99 Nassau Street, New York.

The second specification alleged that Lieutenant Jackman, 
about Nov. 5, 1906, incurred indebtedness to Samuel T. Bond- 
hus, of New York city, for the sum of about $116, did, without 
authority and in violation of Par. 1285, A.R., about said date 
and prior to the end of said month, make his official pay ac- 
count for his pay for said month and deliver said account to 
Bondhus with endorsement as_follows:

Findings.—Of the first specification, not guilty ; of the 
second specification, ‘‘guilty, excepting the words ‘on or about 
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Nov. 5, 1906,’ and excepting the words ‘for the sum of about 
$116,’ and excepting the words ‘on or about said date’ and 
substituting for last excepted words the words ‘before the 
of November, 1906,’ and excepting the words ‘on or about 
said date and.’ Of the excepted words, not guilty, and of 
the substituted words guilty.’’ Of the charge, ‘‘guilty.’’ 

Sentence.—And the court does therefore sentence him, 2d 
Lieut. Arthur W. Jackman, A.C., U.S.A., ‘‘To be reprimanded 
by the reviewing authority.’ Major General Grant, in re- 
viewing the case, said: 

“*In the foregoing case of 2d Lieut. Andrew W. Jackman, 
A.C., U.S.A., the delivery of the pay accounts to the payee 
before due, with endorsement to place the amount to the 
maker’s credit with him, was undoubtedly intended to repay 
money obtained with that intention. That endorsement was 
evidently intended to conceal from the United States the trans- 
action as it in fact occurred. The payee clearly revealed the 
existence of these facts by his remarks when payment of the 
accounts was refused by the Chief Paymaster, Department of 
the East, though his testimony in the record fails to justify a 
finding of guilty of the first specification. The sentence is 
approved. 

**The finding of guilty of the second specification negatives 
the truthfulness of Lieutenant Jackman’s explanation before 
trial that he simply handed the accounts to the payee to mail 
for him, which explanation, if accepted, would require one to 
believe the absurdity of Lieutenant Jackman’s passing United 
States mail boxes and the Chief Paymaster’s office to hand the 
accounts to the payee to act as his mail messenger. This un- 
truthfulness is also indicated by the testimony of the payee 
of their conversation as to the necessity to place a postage 
stamp on the envelope. 

‘In the opinion of the reviewing authority, there is enough 
revealed in this case to cause the belief that neither the payee 
nor Lieutenant Jackman told the truth. If this trial will 
cause Lieutenant Jackman and others to abstain from visilation 
of Army Regulations as to obtaining payment of pay accounts, 
and if it impresses Lieutenant Jackman to appreciate that 
thus early in his career he has created the belief that he is 
untruthful, and in the future causes him to pursue the path 
of integrity, it will not have been in vain. 

‘*Lieutenant Jackman will be released from arrest and re- 
stored to duty.’’

Extensive experiments .are to be conducted by the 
United States Signal Corps at Fort Omaha, Neb., for 
the purpose of determining the value of balloons, air- 
ships and aeroplanes for military usage. These experi- 
ments, which will be of great importance to the Army, 
are to be conducted in accordance with orders to be _is- 
sued by Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer of 
the Army, who has been making preparations for them 
for some months. The Signal Corps has recently pur- 
chased in France a type of balloon used by the French 
Army which is to be tested at Fort Omaha in competi- 
tion with balloons made in this country. A mammoth 
war balloon is now being’ made in New York for the 
Signal Corps and will be sent to Omaha for test.” The 
sum of $50,000 has been appropriated by Congress for 
conducting the tests and buying the apparatus. General 
Allen said this week that he will be prepared to conduct 
experiments with every conceivable kind of air machine 
offered, and that all will be given a trial before a com- 
petent board of officers, but that under no circumstances 
will the War Department buy plans of balloons or 
machines not already put to a practical test. 





A correspondent asks for our opinion as to whether the 
new Artillery bill increases the probability of rapid pro- 
motion in that arm after its reorganization. A little later 
on we may be. able to answer more définitely this question 
which especially concerns the young men graduating from 
the Military Academy, and seeking to make a judicious 
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ATHLETICS AND LONGEVITY. 

There has been much discussion in recent years as to 
whether athletic training, which has become so genera: 
among young Americans, tends to prolong life or shorter. 
it. It is held, and with reason, that this training is ofte: 
over-done, with the result that the physique of the sub 
ject deteriorates rather than improves. This condition 
occasionally appears in the case of a pugilist, who, after 
“training to the minute” for a prospective contest, sud 
denly “goes stale,” or in other words suffers a physical 
breakdown when he is apparently fit in every way. The 
same thing happens now and then in other athletics, mos! 
frequently, perhaps, among oarsmen and runners, whos 
contests are specially trying upon the action of the heart. 
But to conclude from these and kindred instances that 
boxing, rowing, football, baseball and running are un- 
desirable sports and that their general tendency is harm- 
ful rather than helpful, is entirely unreasonable. The 
real lesson of an occasional break-down due to over-train 
ing is that the form of athletics should be chosen wit! 
special reference to the age, temperament and genera! 
physique of the individual and that the.training should 
be given under the supervision of a capable instructor 
whose constant duty it shall be to guard against over- 
doing. Fortunately the tendency of athletic training ap 
pears to be strongly in that direction, 

The bearing of athletics upon longevity has been made 
the subject of an exhaustive study by Mr. William G. 
Anderson, director of the Yale gymnasium, a synopsi> 
of whose report is published in the New York Evening 
Post. He concludes that in the matter of longevity the 
advantage is with the athletic and against the non-ath- 
letic student, the records showing that in spite of man) 
notable exceptions, the highly developed athlete lives long- 
er than his non-athletic college mate. Mr. Anderson's 
study covered the lives of 807 Yale athletes in the fou. 
sports of rowing, beginning in 1855, and took up football, 
track and basebali, as these came to have a place in the 
college calendar of outdoor sports. Of 10,922 students in 
academic and Sheffield classes, from 1855 to 1905 inclu- 
sive, Mr. Anderson states that 4,406 are dead and 9,515 
are living, the percentage of deaths being 12.9. Of the 
807 athletes from 1855 to 1905 only forty-eight are dead, 
the percentage of deaths being 7.2 or only a little mor 
than half the death rate among the student body as 2 
whole. As to the athletes, counting the average of years 
in the life of the sport, the mortality was greatest among 
football men, second greatest among oarsmen, third 
among track men and fourth among baseball players. As 
measured by the select mortality tables of the Actuarial! 
Society, made up from the mortality averages of thou- 
sands of lives all over the country, the Yale athletes show 
remarkable longevity. Of the fifty-eight who have die: 
out of a total of 807 during the period noted, twelve die 
of consumption, four of heart disease, six of pneumonia, 
five of typhoid, two of typhoid-pneumonia, nine met vio- 
lent deaths and one of dissipation not traceable to par- 
ticipation in athletics. ‘The inevitable conclusion,” 
Mr. Anderson, “is that the Yale man who came to higi 
honors in the major sports in the last half-century hss 
more than the ordinary man’s share of long life. Bui 
whether this is due to his high development as an at!i- 
lete or to the original strength of the man himself is sti!! 
unproven and seems likely to remain so unless some more 
perfect means of comparison can be found.” 

The question of athletics is one of constant concern [to 
the Army, but it is studied with such care and intelli- 
gence that all sports are conducted in a manner to pro- 
duee. results of the most beneficial nature to the troops, 
whether considered individually or collectively. It might 
be supposed that the routine of the soldier’s daily work 
would of itself be sufficient to keep him in prime physical 
condition, but he is nevertheless encouraged to engage in 
athletic sports of approved form, which are conducted ac- 
cording to prescribed regulations and under the observa- 
tion of officers, There is a commendable tendency in the 
Army to devise a definite schedule of field sports which 
shall provide a rational system of athletics for every man 
in a given organization, for the least fit as well as for the 
most fit, thus doing away with the training of experts 
and specialists and extending the benefits of physical de- 
velopment to each individual. In its athletic training as 
in everything else the Army is thorough, practical and 
progressive. Its sports are carefully regulated, conducted 
in a manly spirit of good-fellowship and uniformly char- 
acterized by fair play. They contribute so greatly to the 
development of the important qualities of alertness, initi- 
ative and self-reliance in the soldier that it has been rec- 
ommended by officers high in command that participation 
in athletics be made compulsory and that injuries sus- 
tained while engaged therein be considered as incurred 
in the line of duty. Whether or not that recommenda- 
tion shall ultimately be adopted, the enlisted men of the 
Army, taken collectively, present as high an average of 
physical development as could be found in a numerically 
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choice of the arm to which they seek appointment. 


equal body of men selected from the flower of the man- 
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hood of the world, and their condition affords convincing 
proof that rational athletics, properly conducted, tend to 
sustain health and prolong life. 

The forms of American sportsmanship which are most 
dangerous to life are those which lead reckless and inex- 
perienced gunners into field and forest in pursuit of wild 
vame. Jt is stated, for example, in the daily papers that 
seventy four persons were slain by gun-fire during the 
hunting season recently closed, most of the victims having 
wen mistaken for deer or other animals. The lives thus 
lost were only three fewer in number than the officers 
of the United States Army killed during the Spanish War 
ond since‘then up to January 1, 1906. ‘The officers who 
ius lost their lives numbered seventy-seven, the deaths 
jeing distributed as follows: In 1898, killed and died 
f wounds, twenty-six; in 1899, sixteen; in 1900, fifteen ; 

1901, eleven: in 1902, none; in 1903, one; in 1904, 
ive; in 1905, three. Being of proper age and physically 
<cand, probably none of the sportsmen who killed seventy- 
four of their fellow-gunners last year would have any 
rouble in obtaining a reasonable amount of life insurance 
reputable companies, yet several prominent companies 
so ultra-conservative that they flatly refuse to issue 
aus form of policy to an Army officer even in time of 
During the forty years from 1866 to 1905 inclu- 
sive, the total deaths of officers on the active list of the 
Avny from disease or accident were 1,096, and from the 
casualties of battle, 156. This is an annual average of 
27.4 from disease, and 3.9 killed in battle, an average 
totel of 31.3 yearly.

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WHY OUR SOLDIERS DO NOT RE-ENLIST. 

The Military Secretary’s letter of Dec. 15, 1906, to 
recruiting officers suggests that the War Department 
should immediately take measures to encourage men al- 
realy in the Service to re-enlist at the expiration of their 
enlistments, 

When it becomes necessary for a company commander 
to appoint a soldier in his second year’s service a ser- 
geant, the searcity of experienced men is plainly evident. 
The demand for recruits everywhere leads to the con- 
clusion that like conditions are general throughout the 
Ariny. The old soldiers, even non-commissioned officers, 
are not re-enlisting and at the rate they are leaving us 
the opening of the out-door drill season will find each 
company commander with from one to three squads (not 
more) with which to begin the practical end of a progres- 
sive course following the theoretical indoor preparatory 
instruction of the closed season. 

Why are the men not re-enlisting? There are several 
reasons, but the chief one is that a period of universal 
prosperity and high wages has proven a bad time to 
inaugurate the hardening process upon the foot soldier 
who does not see why it should be demonstrated to hini 
weekly the possible sufferings of extreme cold, heat, bur- 
den, or fatigue that he may be called upon at some future 
time to endure for an extended period, provided he is 
able to survive the hardening trial, and, afterward, is 
enthusiastic enough through love of country to remain in 
the Service until the day of need comes. He sees the 
wisdom of preparing for war in time of peace, but not of 
simulating the hardships of war most of his enlisted 
days, especially when he sees his contemporaries in civil 
life earning good pay and enjoying an amount of per- 
sonal liberty that he believes is unnecessarily curtailed 
by reason of his oath of enlistment. As a non-commis- 
sioned officer remarked in speaking for a number of 
others who were discharged and declined to re-enlist: 
“If I have to do a day’s work, I prefer to do it on the 
outside and get more wages.” 

The soldier, like the man who sits in an easy chair 
directing the policy of a great corporation, is seeking for 
his bodily comfort or ease and financial gain; he looks 
about for the job offering the best pay for a minimum of 
his time. During peace the question of patriotism does 
not enter, he enlists from no such motive, and if we 
would in peace maintain a reasonably efficient Army, 
the general industrial and financial condition of the coun- 


try must be considered and concessions made on account 
thereof, 





Were our ranks filled by compulsory service as in for- 
eign countries, there would be no difficulty about work- 
ing the soldier like a machine to the limit of his physical 
endurance, but not so when service is entirely voluntary. 
The need of a Service corps has been admitted, its object 
being to relieve the soldier of non-military work now 
performed by extra and special duty men and sometimes 
by whole organizations working eight hours per day 
without extra compensation. Should a hard and fast 
rule requiring every Infantry company to march in 
heavy marching order twelve miles one day each week 
he adhered to winter and summer alike when it is 
known that at certain seasons and under varying circum- 
stances its enforcement works to the disadvantage rather 
than the benefit of the Service? 
if each company was at war strength and enlisted for 
life, the whole machine might be trained to its limit and 
So maintained; but the men we undertake to “harden” 
to war service this winter will, many of them, not stay 
With us even for the next year’s maneuvers, and the men 
hardened and trained by the summer maneuvers, should 
war occur shortly afterward, would be but a fraction of 
the men in our commands filled up to:war strength by 
Taw recruits enlisting for the war, and the efficiency 
and endurance of our commands would be measured 
then by that of our newest recruits. 

No one familiar with them would do away with sea- 
Sonable practice marches nor summer maneuvers; their 


value in the way of instruction is incalculable, and they 
agreeably break into the monotony of garrison duty, but 
as hardeners for prospective war service their practical 
value under our system is hard to see. Let every post 
commander frankly express his opinion upon this subject 
and it is believed the evidence will bear out the point 
here raised. 

What company commanders desire is to keep their 
old men, rating them as more valuable assets to the com- 
pany, and in the end more economical to the Government 
than recruits. It is hoped, therefore, that by some ac- 
tion of Congress increasing the pay, and with due con- 
sideration for the soldier on the part of his superior of- 
ficers, it may be made to his interest to re-enlist.

THE ENGINEERS AND THE CANAL. 

Having contended from the outset that the easiest, sim- 
plest and most economical way to insure a prompt, scien- 
tific construction of the Panama Canal was to place the 
work under the supervision of the Engineer Corps of the 
United States Army, we are not surprised at the confu- 
sion and lack of direction which have characterized the 
project under the makeshift policy which has thus far 
controlled it. We fully appreciate the difficulties involved 
in this colossal enterprise, and we realize that President 
Roosevelt is more earnestly desirous, perhaps, than any 
other man in the world, of carrying it to completion as 
speedily as possible. It was the magnitude of the project, 
with its unsolved scientific problems that suggested that 
the one trained, organized body ready at hand for such an 
undertaking was the Engineer Corps of the Army. Here 
is a corps of engineers of the most thorough scientific 
education and broad experience, whose ability and com- 
pleted achievements are unsurpassed by those of any en- 
gineer organization of equal numbers in the world. There 
is visible evidence of the constructive genius of these 
officers in nearly every great port on our seacoasts and 
lakes, on our rivers and canals and in imposing public 
buildings ir our large cities. They have built roads, 
bridges, tunnels, seawalls, forts, hospitals and other im- 
portant structures and their work stands as enduring tes- 
timony to their integrity, wisdom and skill. 

liad experience and accomplished results been duly con- 
sidered, the Government would have chosen this body of 
men at the very start as the one specially qualified to or- 
ganize and direct the great project on the Isthmus of 
Panama. Instead, however, the work has been dominated 
by a policy of expedients and makeshifts evidently with 
the hope that an efficient force of canal engineers could 
be developed from railroad contractors. The confusion 
arising from this uncertain policy is. sharply emphasized 
by the facts attending the opening of the bids for con- 
tracts for canal construction. The bids are so unsatis- 
factory in one way or another that it is officially an- 
nounced that the Government may yet decide to build the 
canal on its own account, thus going clear back to the 
beginning and reorganizing the entire project. In that 
event, fortunately, the Engineer Corps of the Army will 
be available for service, and we fancy the Government 
will be disposed to use it in a work for which it is so 
distinetly qualified. 

One of the sanest and timeliest utterances on this im- 
portant subject appears in an article which we copied last 
week from the New York Sun. In addition to a just and 
becoming tribute to the Engineer Corps, this article points 
out that that body is precisely the one to place in control 
of the canal project. The fitness of engineer officers of 
the Army for canal building is admirably exemplified by 
the progress of the vast system of canal construction now 
in hand in the State of New York under the supervision 
of Lieut. Col. Thomas W. Symons, C.E., U.S.A. This 
system when completed will represent an outlay of more 
than $100,000,000 and will rank among the most impor- 
tant projects of its kind in the world. Many millions 
have already been expended, but the actual cost of con- 
struction thus far has been well within the preliminary 
estimates. The work is progressing rapidly, engineers, 
contractors and laborers are working together in perfect 
harmony, and strict economy is the order of the day. To 
those in supreme control of the stupendous enterprise 
which the United States has instituted on the isthmus, 
we offer the following suggestion: ‘The act authorizing 
the building of the canal says that it may be built by con- 
tract, but does not stipulate that it shall be, and it fur- 
ther provides: “In addition to the members of said Isth- 
mian Canal Commission the President is hereby authorized 
through said commission to employ in said service any of 
the Engineers of the United States Army at his discre- 
tion.”

While no official reason is assigned for the proposed in- 
crease of the strength of the Cuban Rural Guard from 
six thousand to ten thousand men, it is manifestly an es- 
sential preparation for the withdrawal of the American 
troops now stationed in Cuban territory. The present 
state of affairs in the island is anomalous and undesira- 
ble, and the longer it continues the harder it will be to 
rectify. The sole purpose of American intervention in 
Cuba is to enable the inhabitants to restore the suspended 
functions of the republic‘and resume control of their own 
affairs. ‘The sooner they do this the better for their in- 
terests and our own. It is most desirable that the Ameri- 
can: troops shall be recalled from Cuba as soon as. possi- 
ble after the forthcoming elections in the island, and in 
order that their withdrawal may not be followed by a re- 
newal of revolutionary demonstrations against the native 
government, it is necessary that the latter shall have in 
readiness a military estabiishment capable of upholding 


its authority. This, as we understand it, is the purpose for 
which it is proposed to increase the Rural Guard to 
10,000, taking such time as may be required to obtain 
men who are thoroughly loyal to the republic and other- 
wise desirable, It would be extremely perilous, alike to 
Cuban and American interests, to withdraw the United 
States troops from the island before a military force was 
at hand to replace them, and we may safely assume that 
no such course is contemplated by the military authori- 
ties in Washington. Consequently, those who look for 
the early recall of the American forces are probably 
doomed to disappointment. There is increasing evidence 
that the Cubans are either incapable of rehabilitating 
their government or are secretly opposed to any serious 
effort in that direction. Under American military con- 
trol law and order as well as property and business enter- 
prise are far more secure than they were under the Cuban 
republic, and a change from the present state of affairs 
io the untried policies of a new native. administration 
would be regarded with regret and apprehension by a 
large body of the thoughtful, conservative residents of the 
island, Another feature of the situation which discour- 
ages the hope for an early withdrawal of American au- 
thority is the jealousy and suspicion which characterize 
the various political parties and party leaders, and their 
refusal to enter iuto patriotic, unselfish co-operation to 
restore the republic. ‘This confused and discreditable con- 
dition of affairs an:ong the Cubans themselves has natur- 
ally enough strengthened the belief in the minds of many 
progressive inhabitants that the best interests of the isl- 
and require a permanent American protectorate, and it 
is evident that powerful influences are at work to enforce 
that solution. This agitation for an American protec- 
torate has been strengthened by the proposal for an in- 
crease in the Rural Guard, and the point is made that if 
that organization is increased it should be placed under 
the command of officers detailed from the United States 
Army. On that subject the Havana Telegraph, in a lead- 
ing editorial, says: “A rural guards force under Ameri- 
can officers would be very much like the native Egyptian 
army under British officers, and supplemented by ample 
advisory powers lodged in the American minister, and ad- 
visers at the head. of one or two of the departments might, 
perhaps, if its permanence in Cuba were clearly stated, 
furnish the guarantees upon which we have, on behalf of 
all vested interests, been insisting. Such a standing army, 
however, will be a heavy drain on Cuba’s wealth—not 
less, in amount, than six million dollars a year—and the 
maintenance of a protectorate with one thousand Ameri- 
can troops would accomplish the purpose at a fraction of 
the cost and more effectively.” 
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In accordance with a recommendation contained in the 
last annual report of Rear Admiral Converse, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, the Secretary of the Navy has 
definitely decided to create one fleet out of the vessels on 
the Asiatic and Pacific Stations. It is declared at the 
Navy Department that the prospective new organization 
of the vessels of the Navy in the Pacific has nothing to 
do with the recent Japanese war talk, but is simply to ef- 
fect a better organization for the vessels in the Pacific 
and one corresponding to the organization of the Atlantic 
Fleet. Rear Admiral Willard H. Brownson, now com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatic Station, will be the first 
commander-in-chief of the new Pacific Fleet, for such it 
will probably be called. This fact has been announced, 
which indicates that the new organization will become ef- 
fective before May 1 next, when Rear Admiral Brownson 
is slated to succeed Admiral Converse as Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. To succeed Rear Admiral Brownson 
as commander-in-chief of the reorganized fleet Rear Ad- 
miral James H. Dayton, now in command of the Philip- 
pines Division of the Asiatic Station, has been selected. 
Rear Admiral William T. Swinburne, who commands the 
present Pacific Station, will be seccnd in command under 
Rear Admiral Dayton. Under the new organization it is 
proposed that all of the vessels in the Pacific Fleet, both 
those detailed for service in Asiatic waters and those for 
service on the coast of this country, shall be docked and 
repaired in home ports on the Pacific. The new fleet is to 
be organized, according to tactical units, into divisions 
and a certain number of divisions will be detached for 
service in Asiatic waters and a division for service along 
the Pacific coast of this country.’ When one division in 
Asiatic waters contains vessels in need of repairs it will 
be detached and ordered to the Pacific coast and relieved 
by the division which has been serving there.

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Advices received by the State Department this week in- 
dicate the possibility of an outbreak of hostilities between 
the Central American Republics of Nicaragua and Hon- 
duras. ‘The former country is said to be massing troops 
along the Honduras frontier and the situation is thought 
to be-serious. On Feb. 7 the Navy Department, acting 
at the request of the Secretary of State, ordered the crui- 
ser Chieago, attached to the Pacific Station, to proceed 
southward from San Francisco as far as Acapulco. The 
Yorktown, which is now being repaired at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, when repairs are completed, is to fol- 
low the Chicago in about ten days if the situation then 
warrants it. 
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-The sub-committee of the Military Affairs Committee 
of the House, by a strictly party vote, on Feb. 1 laid on 
the table the resolution of Representative Sims, of Ten- 
nessee, commending the President for his action in dis- 
charging the negro soldiers engaged in the rioting at

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IN DEFENSE OF ADMIRAL SCHLEY. 


In the Senate Jan. 31 Mr. Rayner, of Maryland, sub- 
mitted a resolution telling the President that he must 
not interfere with the legislative or judicial departments 
of the Government, accompanying it with a long speech, 
in which he dwelt upon certain incidents as indicating the 
necessity for the resolution. Included in these was a 
reference to the Schley case, in which, as will be remem- 
bered, Mr. Rayner appeared as attorney for Admiral 
Schley. The Senators appeared to regard this as a bit of 
belated eloquence of a disappointed advocate—so no one 
took the trouble to reply to what the Senator said on this 
subject, which was in part as follows: 

“The American bar, or that portion of the bar unac- 
quainted with this proceeding, will hardly believe it until 
they read it, that the President conducted this appeal in 
utter disregard of the rights of Admiral Schley, ignoring 
every principle of common law and statutory procedure, 
and in violation at least of the spirit of the Constitution, 
which provides that in all crimiral prosecutions ‘the ac- 
cused shall be confronted with the witnesses against him 
and have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in 
his favor.’ 

“The President never gave the Admiral the slightest 
notice that he intended to re-open the case; never con- 
fronted him with the witnesses against him; never al- 
lowed him any process for obtaining witnesses in his be- 
half, and never permitted the assistance of any counsel 
for the defense. 

“The most important question in the case was in rela- 
tion to the command at Santiago on the day of the battle. 
When the appeal came before the President, he summoned 
the captains of the squadron and ex parte, without any 
trial or opportunity of defense, upon their uncorroborated 
testimony, which was excluded at the hearing before the 
Court of Inquiry, rendered a decision adverse to Admiral 
Schley upon all the points in controversy. If the Admiral 
had been present either in person or by counsel, or had 
been allowed to offer any testimony, he could easily have 
discredited and impeached the evidence against him. Such 
a trial as this, if it can be dignified by the name of trial, 
never took place in any civilized country upon the pages 
of history since the court of star chamber, unfettered by 
the rules of law, and employed by James I. and Charles 
I. to arrest the advance of civil and religious liberty, 
was relegated to infamy and oblivion. 

“Captain Evans, the principal witness against Ad- 
miral Schley, was his bitter and malignant foe. If Cap- 
tain Evans was testifying truthfully when he stated to 
the President that he would not have heeded any orders 
from the Brooklyn, the President should have immedi- 
ately ordered a court-martial in the case, because Ad- 
miral Schley was the senior officer of the squadron under 
the rules of warfare, and under the statutes of the Unit- 
ed States, and under its naval regulations when the Span- 
ish ships attempted to escape upon the morning of July 
3, and it was the duty of Captain Evans, whether he 
wanted to do so or not, to heed and follow his signal. It 
must be observed that the few officers whose testimony 
bore against Admiral Schley before the President were 
his personal enemies, and did not want him to receive any 
credit for his conduct at Santiago. In fact, long before 
the battle they had been hostile to him and envious of 
him. They had stood like ‘greyhounds in the slips strain- 
ing at the start.’ 

“The President says that ‘this controversy should not 
be kept alive; to do so would merely do damage to the 
Navy and the country.’ It shall, however, be kept alive. 
The conviction of an innocent man is of more concern 
and importance to the country than the repose and security 
of a naval ring, however influential and powerful it may 
be. Admiral Schley shall be heard. Living or dead, 
his cause shall be heard. I have never known an injustice 
of this sort to have been done that the occasion did not 
arise to redress it. No such melancholy page as this shall 
blur the annals of our history.”

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DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Paragraphs 247 and 262 of the Army Regulations pro- 
vide that when a battalion is detached from regimental 
headquarters and more than fifteen days’ time is required 
for the exchange of correspondence, the non-commissioned 
officers will be appointed by the battalion commander. The 
question was recently presented to the War Department 
of whether this provision should be applied to the home 
battalions of the regiments now serving in Cuba. The 
Department has held that, as it will, as a general rule, 
require more than fifteen days’ time for exchange of cor- 
respondence between the headquarters of the regiments in 


Cuba and the home battalions, it is considered advisable 
to put all of these regiments on the same basis and the 
battalion commander will appoint the non-commissioned 
officers for the home battalion. 

Prior to the recent examinations held at Fort Leavy- 
enworth, Kan., for enlisted men and civilians who were 
candidates for commissions in the Army as second lieu- 
tenants, there were numerous applications by the enlisted 
aspirants for furloughs to prepare for the examination. 
As a result of a consideration of the question as to wheth- 
er it was policy to authorize furloughs in such cases, it 
has been ordered that a circular be issued announcing 
that furloughs will not be granted except in cases of emer- 
gency to aspirants for commmissions who have had less 
than two years’ service. 

Regiments ordered to the Philippine Islands will be re- 
quired to take with them their machine guns and equip- 
ments. This matter was recently under consideration by 
the War Department, and it has been ordered that the 
regiments will take their guns and equipments but not the 
animals attached to the machine gun platoons. 

The War Department is disposed to be liberal in the 
matter of granting sharpshooters’ badges to men who 
qualified under the old regulations. A case recently arose 
where it appeared that a sergeant of the Hospital Corps 
qualified as a sharpshooter under the former regulations 
but was never issued a badge. The Secretary of War has 
directed that a badge be issued to him. Another matter 
in connection with target practice was also decided this 
week by the War Department. It appears that a soldier 
was sick in hospital during the entire target season and 
unable to fire, his sickness having been contracted in the 
line of duty. It was decided that he was entitled to a 
hold-over qualification as a sharpshooter, he having quali- 
fied as such the preceding year. 

The question recently arose and was submitted to the 
War Department for decision as to the proper distribu- 
tion of the twenty mounted orderlies prescribed for Infan- 
try regiments. It has been decided that four should. be 
assigned to each battalion and eight to regimental head- 





quarters, and that when two or more battalions are serv- 
ing together, the commanding officer will decide as to the 
distribution. . 

The Subsistence Department of the Army has been as- 
signed the duty of arranging for the subsistence of the re- 
duced crews on Army transports not in commission. There 
was some question as to whether the Subsistence Depart- 
ment or the Quartermaster’s Department should furnish 
these men with subsistence, and it was decided as stated. 

As the result of a complaint to the War Department 
that the present allowance of storm flags is insufficient in 
some posts, additional storm flags will be issued by com- 
manding officers at Army posts where high winds prevail. 

It is not the policy of the War Department to authorize 
the detail of non-commissioned officers of the Army to act 
as sergeants-major of militia regiments. Several requests 
for such details have recently been received, but all of 
them have been unfavorably acted upon. It is held at the 
Department that as there are no extra non-commissioned 
officers provided for detail for service with militia regi- 
ments, it is inadvisable to deplete the Regular Army or- 
ganizations. 

Inquiry was received in the office of the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War this week as to whether one company of 
Engineers, one company of Hospital Corps, and one com- 
pany of Signal Corps, of the Oklahoma National Guard, 
could properly be organized into a provisional] battalion, 
and a major commissioned to command it. ‘The matter 
was considered by the military authorities and the War 
Department has replied that, in its opinion, such an or- 
ganization would not be tactical, and would make a mixed 
command of doubtful utility. It would not conform to the 
organization of the Regular Army and would not, there- 
fore, be in accordance with the act of Congress requiring 
that the organized militia conform to the organization o 
the Regular Army after Jan, 21, 1908. P 


THE GRAFTON FUND. 


In sending his contribution to the Grafton fund Brig. 
Gen. Frederick Funston says: “I would have made this 
remittance some months ago, but for the fact that the 
JOURNAL after receiving some contributions stated that 
such arrangements had been made for the defense of Graf- 
ton that no further funds would be required. It is to be 
hoped that every officer of the Army and as many enlisted 
men as are able will contribute to the fund for the de- 
fense of this unfortunate man. It is a question that vi- 
tally affects all of us who are liable to duty in the Philip- 
pines, If the monstrous decision of the courts in the Phil- 
ippine Islands in this case is to stand, the sooner all of 
us get out of the Army and back to civil life, the better 
for us. I call the decision monstrous, because it violates 
the elementary principles of justice in three particulars. 
Grafton had been tried by court-martial and acquitted, so 
he had once been piaced in jeopardy; he was denied a 
trial by a jury of his peers, and was acting in self-defense 
which is justification for homicide in any civilized country 
in the world. But the unbelievable part of it all is that a 
man has been sentenced to a long term of imprisonment, 
by the courts of a government that is merely an adjunct 
to the War Department, for carrying out in good faith 
his sworn duty as a soldier. It may be good law, but it 
is not justice. Now, come on, Army officers, step up to 
the desk and contribute. Some one of us may shoot a bo- 
lo-man jn self-defense some day. Let us stand by our 
own kind, for nobody else will.”

In sending his contributions to the Grafton fund a cor- 
respondent says: “I see you have $250 on hand, which is 
a small sum with which to fight the Attorney General of 
the United States. If as time goes on the Army does not 
respond I will send you another little remittance.” 

Another correspondent writes: “I hope the fund may 
soon be large enough to Inbricate the wheels of justice, so 
they may turn in the right direction to grind out a little 
of that scarce ‘article’ for a deserving man. Having served 
in the Philippines and seeing a number of my comrades 
who had been treacherously attacked while on duty 
brought to camp, dead or disabled for life, I know some 
of the dangers of guard duty there and would fail to see 
any joke in a couple of armed natives running towards 
me at any time, much less when the safety of the camp as 
well as my own depended on my conduct. Though only 
a private, I could easily see the bitter feeling and petty 
jealousy between the civil and military authorities in the 
islands often resulting in delays and confusion, when 
promptness and harmonious action would have been more 
to the interests of our Government; and I will rejoice to 
see the time when the punishment of military offenders 
and the deciding of all questions arising from the per- 
formance of military duties, are left to our officers who 
are well qualified by perfect training and long experience 
to measure out justice and to decide if a man. whose con- 
duct they have watched closely and recorded, is a mur- 
derer or a good soldier.” 

Brig. Gen. Charles W. Hobbs, U.S.A., retired, says: 
“T am interested not only in seeing justice done a worthy 
soldier, but also in the defense of our Army from being 
hampered and discouraged in the proper performance of 
its duties in our island possessions, the apparent neglect 
and apathy concerning which defense and protection I 
have never seen explained or excused.” 


HELION ELECTRIC INCANDESCENT LAMP. 


Prof. Herschel Clifford Parker and Electrical Engr. 
Walter Gordon Clark gave an interesting demonstration 
of their newly-invented Helion electric incandescent lamps 
before representatives of the U.S. Army and Navy and 
U.S. Lighthouse Beard at the Phoenix Laboratory, De- 
partment of Physics, Columbia University, New York 
city, on Friday, Feb. 1. The Helion vacuum filament in- 
candescent lamp possesses a photometric intensity of 
four times that of the Edison carbon lamp, and requires 
only one watt per candle-power to three and one-half 
watts of the Edison, or to two watts of the tantalum 
lamp, and to one and a half watts of the costly tungsten 
amp. 

The Parker-Clark filament is built on a carbon basis, 








the size of a hair, and coated with the synthetic substance 
called helion, which is partly composed of silicon,, ob 
tained from common sand. It is flashed on the carbou 
base with certain gases. he synthetic composition of 
helion and the flashing process has been fully patented in 
all the principal countries of the world. The Parker- 
Clark non-vacuum electric incandescent lamp was also 
lighted. This consists of a highly refractory quartz tub, 
two inches in length, about one-half of the diameter of 4 
lead pencil, and lined with a very thin coating of helion, 
By passing either an alternating or direct current through 
the tube it becomes incandescent. As the non-vacuum 
lamp has no filament whatever, it is most useful where 
a lamp is exposed to heavy shocks, blasts of guns, etc., 
as experienced during battle on board men-of-war, tor- 
pedoboats, and in the mortar-pits of coast fortifications. 
This lamp is practically unbreakable, and is even un- 
affected by being plunged, while lighted, into iced water. 
It is well known that in the Russo-Japanese war during 
the various attacks on Port Arthur from the sea, especia!- 
ly in the boisterous winter months of snow and ice, the 
Japanese men-of-war and torpedoboats were at times 
thrown into complete darkness by the failure of the fila- 
ments of their electric lamps, due to irregular voltage, 
extremely heavy sea shocks and gun blasts. The shijs 
were thus virtually hors du combat for lengthy and crit- 
ical periods of time. Several of the Japanese torpedo- 
boats had to withdraw at once from action on accouit 
of the complete failure of their electric lamp filaments. 

The Parker-Clark lamps promise to soon revolutionize 
the whole practice of electric lighting in both peace and 
war. They have already passed the stage of a laboratory 
experiment. In a few months they will be manufactured 
in large quantities, by which means the inventors hoje 
to even improve the present status of the lamps, to elimi- 
nate all errors, and to accurately establish their exact 
monetary value for the market. The present consumption 
of electric incandescent lamps is about one-half a millicn 
lamps a day throughout the world; and the consumption 
in the United States alone will soon attain eighty-five 
millions a year. These lamps are the result of experimen- 
tation by Professor Parker and Electrical Engineer Cla:k 
for the past seven years. Professor Parker is well known 
as an eminent chemist and physicist. The name of Mr. 
Clark has already been associated with many notable 
electrical inventions, such as long-span electrical trans- 
mission, which was one of the most notable achievements 
of electrical development in 1904. This invention made 
electricai spans of 1,000 feet possible, where before not 
more than 300 feet could be covered successfully. M». 
Clark’s system has been adopted in all parts of the world, 
including the government of India.

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FRAUD IN TARGET PRACTICE. 


. The War Department has taken definite action of the 
report of Ist Lieut. William S. Sinclair, 5th Inf., in 
which he charges fraud on the part of Companies L and 
M, 5th Infantry, in marking shots during the target prac- 
tice on July 12, 1906, during the annual record practice 
held by that regiment at Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y. The 
report of Lieutenant Sinclair shows most remarkable and 
wholesale deception on the part of the enlisted men of 
those two companies, who, it has been decided, combined 
to raise the scores of the men in order that they might ob- 
tain the additional pay to which marksmen are entitled. 


Lieutenant Sinclair says in part as follows: 

I desire to call attention to the irregularities in marking shots 
which I discovered during the firing at 800 yards on July 12, 
1906. This wholesale disregard for honesty existed undoubtedly 
throughout the entire marksman’s course as the following facts 
will show beyond doubt: During the preliminary practice this 
company (Co. M) qualified but seven or eight marksmen the 
highest score being within a few points of 336. Now comes the 
record practice, and, with fifty-three men participating, all quali- 
fied, the lowest score being 324 and the highest the remarkable 
score of 441, these scores being recorded to the credit of men 
who, in former years, when there was no additional pay ' 
volved, made as low as second and third class. 

In contrast to this record of fifty-three men who had undoubt 
edly entered into an agreement with the men of Co. L, 5th | S. 
Inf. (that company signaling the shots on targets used by Co. 
M), I submit the records of the three men shot after the ir 
regularities were discovered, and while the marking was super: 
vised by officers: Private Willard Lutz, 336; Private John 
Hogan, 197; Private James D. Lee, 144. This company was as 
dishonest as Co. L, and while I was marking the figures I saw 
holes in the figures which aroused my suspicions, but I was 
unable to catch the men in the act. While this record is one, 
which if made honestly ig something for a company to feel 
proud of, yet tainted throughout as it is with dishonesty, | feel 
it is a disgrace to the company and that, if possible, all men, 
except Private Lutz, should be debarred from drawing the in- 
creased pay which they became entitled to through dishonest 
means. Every man, except the first sergeant, served in the 
pits, and they are all either active or passive members to the 
fraud. 

The War Department, after giving consideration to all 
the reports bearing on this matter, stated in an endorse 
ment as follows: 

From a consideration of the foregoing it. appears: That while 
Cos. L and M, 5th Inf., were engaged in record target firing 
at the 800 yards range, Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y., on June 12, 
1906, fraudulent marking by wholesale was discovered: that 
there is very strong presumptive evidence that such fraudulent 
practice had obtained during the entire previous record firing: 
that in addition to the two companies named, it is probable that 
fraud was practised generally by other organizations of the 
5th Infantry which held target practice before the irregular 
marking was discovered, and additional precautions were taken 
in the pit. It also appears that Lieut. Allan Rutherford, 5th 
Inf., was on duty in the pit in charge of the marking on - 
four targets used by Cos. L and M on June 12, 1906, am 
failed to detect the glaring fraud practised in connection there 
with. 

It is therefore decided: “That the entire record firing of 
Cos. L and M, 5th Inf., during the target season of 1906, be 
set aside; that all qualifications in mar hip based upon 
the record of such firing be declared null and void; and that 
any additional pay which may have been received by any soldier 
because of such qualification be stopped against his pay on su 
sequent muster and pay rolls. : , 

“That instruction be given to the commanding general, Army 
of Cuban Paeification, to cause a searching investigation to 
be made and a report rendered of the whole question on the 
manner in which target practice was conducted in the 5th In- 
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fantry during the target season 1906, and of the correctness of 
the record of the same. 

“That the commanding officer, 5th Inf., be directed to cause 
charges to be preferred against 2d Lieut. Allan Rutherford, 
5th Inf., for neglect of duty in failing to detect fraud in mark- 
ing while on duty in the target pit at Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y., 
June 12, 1906.” 


THE TORPEDO SITUATION. 


The Navy Bureau of Ordnance submitted an estimate 
of $155,000 for equipping the torpedo station for the 
manufacture of torpedoes which the House Naval Com- 
mittee eliminated altogether, while cutting in one-half 
the Bureau estimate of $500,000 for reserve torpedoes 
and appliances and reducing to $300,000 the estimate of 
$616,000 for modernizing destroyers and boats and sup- 
ply of torpedoes for modernizing destroyers. Against 
this arbitrary interference with the requirements of the 
Navy, the Chief of Ordnance, Admiral Mason, protests 
most vigorously in letters submitted to the Naval Com- 
mittee by the Secretary of the Navy. Admiral Mason 
says: 

“The torpedoes on hand are insufticient to supply the 
iorpedo vessels, and are old and worn. A large number 
ire constantly under repair and the expenditure for the 
purpose is a considerable amount. Torpedoes are be- 
coming unserviceable through loss and breaking up, and 
unless measures are taken at once to remedy the existing 
shortage, in a year we shall be able to supply torpedoes 
to no more than half of our torpedo vessels. To indicate 
our relative lack of preparedness it is only necessary to 
consider that Great Britain has on hand 8,000 torpedoes 
und that one of the belligerants in the late war expended 
jnore torpedoes in a week than we have effective.” 

Admiral Mason recommends that the Government es- 
tablish a torpedo factory. He says: 

In the manufacture of torpedoes in the United States a 
monopoly exists closer than any combination of separate firms. 
\Vhen it is considered that to meet the needs of the Navy it 
will be necessary to build at least 2,000 torpedoes in the next 
ten years, at an expenditure of between seven and eight mil- 
lion dollars, it would surely seem unwise to have the Govern- 
ment in a matter involving such a sum, helplessly subject to 
the dictation of a monopoly which has not in the past shown 
any evidence of disinterested beneficence. The Bureau has 
resisted the efforts of the contractors to force the acceptance 
of inferior weapons, but in all its dealings with this company 
coneerning torpedoes the Bureau has been handicapped by 
the knowledge that, due to the monopoly held by the company, 
ihe Bureau would have to accept the terms offered or get no 
torpedoes. The Bureau has become convinced that a_ belief 
in the helplessness of the Government has influenced the E. 
\. Bliss company in its prices, deliveries and workmanship. 
During the past year, however, there have been developed at 
the torpedo station improved forms of the various devices that 
go to make the torpedo, and the Bureau believes that, the 
plant being provided, the Navy can manufacture torpedoes in 
competition with the E. W. Bliss Company, and that an in- 
crease in efficiency and a decrease in the cost of the weapon 
will result. That there may be a question of patent rights to 
be decided the Bureau admits; but the improvements already 
made and tested and those in course of development are so 
radical as to lead the Bureau to believe that the Government 
is in a position to attain full rights of manufacture on reason- 
able financial terms. That the situation is such as to justify 
the step, it is only necessary to consider our present pitiable 
condition as compared with other first-class naval powers, 
the inadequacy and unreliability of our present source of 
the supply, and the fact that to supply the needs of the Ser- 
viee and provide for a proper reserve we should manufacture 
1,000 torpedoes at a cost of approximately $6,500,000. Four 
hundred of these torpedoes have been contracted for and the 
facilities of the only source of supply will be taxed to the 
utmost to complete them before Jan. 1, 1909. 

In view of the urgency of the situation Admiral Mason 
recommends the purchase abroad of one hundred 5m. by 
item. high-powered torpedoes. This recommendation 
was made last October, but instead of taking cognizance 
of the situation the Naval Committee, as we have stated, 
cut down the appropriation asked for more than one-half 
and left the Government at the mercy of the remorse- 
less monopoly which has secured a “corner” on tor- 
pedoes. The sooner this monopoly is ended the better. 
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ANTHRACITE FOR THE NAVY. 

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, U.S.N., in an article 
on the question of fuel for naval uses, which appears 
in the North American Review, makes a_ proposition 
which is distinctly novel and, by his own admission, 
startling. Stated in his own terms, it is as follows: 
“I believe that the Government of the United States 
should at once possess itself of the entire anthracite 
field of Pennsylvania and retain it for purposes of 
national defense. And if, through accidental discovery, 


other deposits of this precious mineral are developed, 
they should be instantly appropriated by the national 
Government and reserved for its own use. Being a 
sailor, of course I mean naval uses, first of all.” 

In support of this radical proposition, the adoption of 
which would require the national Government to obtain 
absolute possession, by condemnation or otherwise, of 
the entire known supply of the world’s most valuable 
mineral fuel, Admiral Evans shows that the ability to 
creep close upon an enemy’s ships without detection is 
an enormous advantage in the attack, and the possibility 
of accomplishing a safe retreat before a superior naval 
force or of slipping undiscovered through an enemy’s 
line of battle is too important to be disregarded. 
Anthracite helps to these ends, and to others equally 
desirable. It makes no smoke; and smoke is the tell- 
tale signal which betrays the warship. We are reminded 
that at a critical moment during Admiral Dewey’s ap- 
proach to Manila the McCullough at the end of the line 
disclosed her presence by the blasts of flame which flew 
from her funnels and drew upon her the fire of the 
Spanish guns at Corregidor. Similarly, the Russian de- 
fenders of Port Arthur rarely failed to discover the ap- 
proach of the Japanese besieging ships, being warned by 
clouds of smoke by day or by flashes of flame by night. 
In time of stress and trouble, and for everyday work, 
the sailor, says Admiral Evans, turns to the old, reliable 
system of flag signals. “This,” he continues, “is where 
we have trouble on the Maine when we burn bituminous 
coal under her boilers. The clouds of dense black smoke 
so frequently obscure the signal flags that they cannot 
be seen by the signal men on the other ships. Sometimes 
it even becomes necessary for the flagship to surrender 
the position at the head of the fleet that she should 
preserve, and to fall astern and to the rear in order that 
her signals may be seen. That might be disastrous in 
time of. war.” 

“It is a fact not generally known at the present time,” 
Says Admiral] Evans, “that anthracite was the naval fuel 





of the Civil War, on the Northern side at least, and every 
American should be proud of that page of history. Only 
by the use of that fuel was the Federal fleet enabled to 
maintain the greatest blockade the world has ever known, 
on thousands of miles of coast line, from the Virginia 
capes to the Mexican boundary on the Gulf of Mexico. 
The blockade-runners were obliged to use soft coal, and 
that was their undoing in most cases.” 

Why the use of anthracite was abandoned by the 
United States Navy the Admiral explains with two 
words—“economy” and “speed.”’ When the construction 
of the new Navy began in the early eighties we adupted 
British models and built ships patterned upon them. 
They were planned for the use of soft coal and their 
speed calculations were based upon the use of that fuel. 
Engineers contend that for a given grate surface more 
power—and that means speed—may be obtained from 
soft than from hard coal, and speed was then regarded 
as everything. “But,” says Admiral Evans, “we now 
know that there are other factors in naval warfare quite 
as important. At the time, however, we were swept along 
in the mad race for speed; the close grate disappeared 
and bituminous coal displaced our own black diamonds 
as the fuel of the Navy. The change satisfied the engi- 
neers, ambitious to get the most work out of every pound 
of machinery and boilers in the ship. And it was agree- 
able to those high in authority, who were obliged to meet 
the demands of an economical Congress, because bitu- 
minous was cheaper than anthracite at that time, and 
more cruising could be done with the same amount of 
money.” 

Admiral Evans objects to the use of liquid fuel for 
naval purposes on various grounds. It is all right for 
ships that are required to move at a certain uniform 
speed, but it will not admit of forcing, which is abso- 
lutely necessary in naval operations. The storage of 
large quantities of liquid fuel on warships alongside of 
tons of high explosives would be extremely dangerous. 
And finally there are only a few ports in the world where 
a ship could replenish her supplies. Admiral Evans con- 
tinues: 

“No; let us turn again to our own anthracite, and let 
us keep it for our own Navy, every ton of it. Pile it 
up in our naval stations at home; make stores of it at the 
coaling stations we now have abroad, and acquire more 
of these stations from friendly nations at convenient 
points in foreign lands. In a way, it will be safely 
stored; for, though we may be deprived of it, the ships 
of no other maritime Power can use it, by reason of the 
construction of their boiler furnaces, while our own ships 
may use their bituminous, in case of need, by a few 
simple mechanical changes in the grate bars. 

“About eighteen billion dollars would represent, at 
present values, the available anthracite deposits which 
the United States Government should acquire to possess 
the entire store of this fuel. The figures are startling; 
but remember that this vast sum is not necessarily 
to be disbursed at once. In fact, it may be spent in the 
course of centuries—only, indeed, as the fuel is mined 
and consumed.” 


ON BEHALF OF THE PHILIPPINE SCOUTS. 


Concerning the article by the late Lieut. Roscoe 
Treadwell, of the Philippine Scouts, which follows, his 
widow writes us from Boise, Idaho, Jan. 18, saying: 

_“Among Mr. Treadwell’s papers after he was shot and 
killed down in the Philippines were the enclosed un- 
finished pages intended for your paper. He had been 
talking for three or four years of how unfortunate it was 
that there was no provision made for disabled scout 
soldiers, and had made a number of notes that have been 
destroyed evidently, and he had this much written to- 
ward the article.” 





Manila, P.I., Aug. 25, 1906. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


As Senator Warren has introduced to Congress a bill 
to provide promotion for officers of the Philippine Scouts 
to the grade of captain, which it is sincerely hoped and 
believed will be made a law, it would not seem out of 
order to make an effort to get a law enacted providing 
some kind of substantial benefit for enlisted men of the 
Philippine Scouts who become disabled in line of duty 
in the Service. In this connection the following plan 
suggests itself to me: 

From the funds that have accrued and may accrue to 
the credit of the U.S. from fines imposed upon these 
soldiers by courts-martial, establish and maintain a 
Scout -soldiers’ home at some convenient and healthy 
locality in the Philippines. It is believed that at the 
present time this fund is amply sufficient to establish a 
home of this kind. The home once established, each 
Scout soldier could be assessed, say five cents per month, 
to be collected every two months, as in the Regular 
Army, for its support. 

I say I believe the above mentioned fund is sufficient 
to establish an institution of this kind because I know 
the amount my company has refunded to the United 
States by sentences imposed by courts-martial since its 
organization, Oct. 1, 1901. Knowing this, a fair esti- 
mate of the amount accrued should be arrived at. 





PROTEST AGAINST COMPULSORY WORSHIP. 


New York, N.Y., Feb. 4, 1907. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Now that the War Department has decided that en- 
listed men shall be allowed to worship in their own way 
or not at all, as it pleases them, cannot something be 
done for cadets? We are driven to church every Sunday 
morning, and it is certainly contrary to the principles 


of a free country, The idea of driving men, many of 
them twenty-five and twenty-six years of age, to church 
is wrong. Granting the refining influence of divine ser- 
vice and all that, it is wrong, nevertheless, to force a man 
to go. We should, at least, be put on a plane of equality 
with enlisted men. 

Students at universities are not forced to go, although 
they are at smaller academies. While a higher standard 
is expected of us than of students at any university, we 
are, in such matters, placed on a plane with preparatory 
schools. 1 speak only for the good of the Corps of Cadets. 
This state of affairs makes them a crowd of atheists be- 
cause they will not and cannot take part in the service. 
“One man can lead a horse to water and ten men cannot 
make him drink.’’ It is a noted fact that Army officers, 
while they may be Christians, are not ¢hurch-goers. 
This is simply on account of the overdose given them 
while cadets. 

In all seriousness the amount of “cussing” that cadets 
do over chapel formation more than counterbalances the 
good effect. It is a very common saying, “I will never 


g0 to church after I get out of this place,” and they carry 
it out. There are enough officers on this post to fill the 
chapel, but none ever go, except one aged professor and 
one lieutenant, who was president of the Y.M.C.A. while 
a cadet. Now this deplorable state of affairs should at 
least be investigated. Your journal has an unlimited in- 
fluence. If you would take this matter up you would have 
the backing of almost the entire Army, and if you could 
effect the abolishment of “divine worship by force” at 
West Point you would have done a great thing for Chris- 
tianity.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Lukesh, formerly 





George Martin paymaster in the 
United States Navy, who was placed under arrest 
at’ the Mare Island Navy Yard several weeks ago 
for drunkenness, and who subsequently tendered his 
resignation, which was accepted by the Navy Depart- 
nent, to go into effect on Jan. 31, filed a report, dated 
Jan. 26, in which he made charges against Capt. Giles B. 
ITarber, of the receivingship Independence, at Mare 
Island, alleging among other things that he, Lukesh, had 
heen confined aboard the prisonship Manila, where he was 
forced to associate with the convicted enlisted men of the 
Navy; that he was provided with no wash bowl or pitcher, 
but was obliged to use a bucket for bathing purposes, and 
also that he was subjected to other indignities by orders 
of the commanding officer of the ship. It is stated that 
the entire report is false, there being absolutely no grounds 
for the charges made, and that the denial of the al- 
legations by Captain Harber, to whom a copy of the 
charges made by Lukesh was at once sent, will end the 
matter. Mr. Lukesh has had an unsavory record, 
being court-martialed for scandalous conduct while at 
Yokohama a year ago. While at Mare Island he was 
ostracized, and, realizing that a court-martial now for 
drunkenness would result in his dismissal from the Navy, 
he tendered his resignation, which was accepted. When 
placed under arrest at Mare Island he was ordered taken 
to the receivingship Independence, as there is no mess 
maintained at the bachelors’ quarters, where he was 
living. Owing to the fact that the quarters aboard the 
Independence were occupied, he was given quarters aboard 
the Manila, where he remained for only one day before 
being ordered to the hospital for treatment. During the 
time he was aboard the Manila neither Lukesh nor the 
attending medical officer made any complaint regarding 
the quarters or the treatment given to Lukesh. 

As an aid to navigators the submarine bell, suspended 
under the hulls of lightships and buoys all along the 
north Atlantic coast, is “making good,” according to the 
frequent reports received from captains of ocean and coast- 
wise steamers. It was blowing a gale from the northeast 
on Jan. 17, with thick snow, when the officer on the bridge 
of the Kaiserin Auguste Victoria heard the Sandy Hook 
Lightship bell five miles away. On the same day the 
captain of the pilot boat Ambrose Snow heard the same 
bell at a distance of six miles. The captain of the H. F. 
Dimock heard the bell on: Cornfield Lightship twenty- 
five minutes before the whistle was audible. The Cunard 
liner Saxonia heard the bell on Boston Lightship, on Jan. 
17, five miles away. 

A special order of the Secretary of the Navy, award- 
ing the Bailey Medal for 1996 to George R. Pond, appren- 
tice seaman, and the Bluejacket Medal for 1905 to James 
M. Kerwin, is now in course of preparation. Pond at- 
tained the highest final average at the Naval Training 
Station at Newport, R.I., out of a total of fifty-five ap- 
prentice seamen who competed for the medal. The Bailey 
Medal for 1906 will not be awarded to the West coast, 
owing to the fact that no examinations were held at the 
Naval Training Station, San Francisco, Cal. A 

The Navy Department has sent the following commend- 
atory letter to the commander-in-chief, U.S. Atlantic 
Fleet, dated Feb. 6: “You will please have the com- 
manding ofticer of the U.S.S. Alabama convey to Leo Lee, 
seaman: Harry Shofer, ordinary seaman, and Otto Kip- 
fer, ordinary seaman, the Department’s appreciation of 
their gallant conduct on the afternoon of Jan. 22, 1907, 
when they jumped overboard to the assistance of Cecil R. 
Fulghum, ordinary seaman, who had been stunned and 
knocked overboard by one of the scupper-lips, which acci- 
dentally dropped while being lowered from the upper 
deck.”’ 

London despatcHes of Feb, 6 say it is officially re- 
ported that the battleship Dreadnought, which is on her 
way from Gibraltar to the island of Trinidad, will main- 
tain a speed of seventeen knots for the entire distance. 
Her machinery is in prime condition and she carries 
sufficient fuel to carry her a thousand miles further at 
the same speed. 


Simon Lake, the American submarine boat builder, 
will be consulting engineer for the Lutine Company, 
formed to salve the bullion which formed part of the 
eargo of the British warship Lutine, a 32-gun ship, 
which was wrecked off the Island of Vlieland, Holland, 
in October, 1799. Only one member of her crew was 
saved, and he died before reaching England. 


The mysterious disappearance of James Mayberry, a 
second class engineer of the U.S. tug Potomac, about 
two weeks ago, is being investigated at League Island. 
George Jannisch, ship’s carpenter, and Henry J. Wickle, 
a carpenter’s mate, are in irons, charged with willful 
manslaughter. Charles Miller, ordinary seaman, is ac- 
cused of being an accessory. A fight occurred between 
members of the crew while the Potomac was at Bay 
Island, Newfoundland. A day after the Potomac sailed 
from there Mayberry was missed, and it is alleged that he 
was thrown overboard. 

The U.S.S. Mayflower arrived at New Orleans Feb. 
6, and the U.S.S. Columbia Feb. 7. Both vessels are to 
participate in the carnival festivities. 

Contracts have been awarded by the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, Navy Department, for three hundred and seventy- 
six electric storage batteries to be used in firing, guns 
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electrically. These contracts are the result of extensive 
tests which have been made with a view to obtaining 
batteries suitable for firing guns on board ship. The 
dry storage batteries may be stored indefinitely without 
loss of power, and require filling with water before they 
are ready for use. When in use they have the advantage 
of a constant output. They may be recharged as often 
as necessary, and in normal use if they are not discharged 
once in two months, they should be allowed to run 
down, and should then be recharged. 

In reply to a request, Capt. W. P. Potter, U.S.N., act- 
ing chief of the Bureau of Navigation, sent to the Senate 
en Jan. 31 the following list of warrant officers of the 
Navy who applied for appointment as ensigns in the Navy

Capt. George A. Bicknell, U.S.N., has been detached 
from duty as commandant of the navy yard at Pensacola 
and ordered to Portsmouth, N.H., as commandant oi the 
navy yard there. He will be succeeded as commandant of 
the Pensacola yard by Capt. L. C. Logan, recently re- 
lieved from command of the battleship Ohio. Three cap- 
tains on duty on the Asiatic Station in command of ves- 
sels are to be relieved within the next few months. They 
are Capt. Royal R. Ingersoll, commanding the Maryland ; 
Capt. Thomas C. McLean, commanding the Pennsylvania, 
and Capt. Conway H. Arnold, commanding the West Vir- 
ginia. Three captains of the Navy have been sent to the 
Asiatic Station to relieve these three officers. They are 
Capts. U. R. Harris, Herbert Winslow and Chauncey 
Thomas. 

The Navy Department ridicules the idea of a mutiny 
aboard the armored cruiser Tennessee, now at the League 
Island Navy Yard, which was reported by the daily press 
to have occurred on Feb. 6. On the evening of that day 
Rear Admiral Joseph E. Craig, commandant of the 
League Island Navy Yard, sent the following despatch 
to the Navy Department: “Chief Master-at-Arms Doug- 
las, of the Tennessee, while taking Seaman Burke from 
the mast for confinement about eleven o’clock to-day was 
shot twice by Burke and is in the Naval Hospital seri- 
ously wounded. Full written report to follow, but tele- 
graph as newspapers may exaggerate.” This is all the 
information received by the Navy Department relative 
to the occurrence. According to press despatches, Chief 
Master-at-Arms Douglas died Feb. 6. Master-at-Arms 
William McCool received a flesh wound in the arm and 
a wound in the face, and Harry Burke, a seaman, was 
shot through the left wrist. Burke and Seamen Dean 
and Dunnas are locked up in the brig of the Tennessee 
in double irons. Burke is charged with firing all the 
shots and the other sailors are charged with being ac- 
complices. Burke and his companions had been placed 
in the brig for a minor offense. While Master-at-Arms 
Douglas was shackling the men, it is said, he struck one 
of them. The prisoners attacked him and McCool went 
to Douglas’s assistance. 


A WOMAN’S OPINION. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 23, 1907. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
I have heard many reasons advanced proving the 
necessity of enlarging and strengthening our Navy, both 


in ships and in personnel, but I do not remember having 
seen this one as yet, though it helps to explain some of 
the difficulties in recruiting. It is obvious to all of us 
that it is a task to make Congress look at a Navy bill 
promptly. The Chairman of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, whom I have the pleasure of knowing, seems to 
be politely bored with them, so it is not strange that 
appropriations and designs for new ships are not 
promptly attended to, and the construction of the same 
thus greatly delayed. If, having pointed out to a Con- 
gressman the necessity of building first-class ships and 
making the Navy equal to any in the world, he begins 
to be convinced, he will commence talking about “our 
superior gunners.” Then (agreeing that the gunners are 
of the best) if you can tell him that we must also have 
fast enough ships to get the guns in the right place, and 
big enough guns to do the work when they get there, he 
will at once ask you what is the use of building more 
ships when we haven’t the men to man the ones we’ve 
got, which brings me to exactly what I want to say. 

I take it that every man who contemplates enlistment 
gets a great deal of encouragement or discouragement 
from his family and friends—particularly from the fe- 
male element, since women are given to talking and 
taking an interest in the welfare of their men. I do not 
think that one can expect them to encourage with much 
enthusiasm the enlistment of their brothers, friends, 
sweethearts and husbands if they believe that in the next 
war which comes along these brothers, etc., will go 
sailing away ona ship inferior in speed or armament to 
the ship their opponents will send against them. It is 
all very well to talk about American women giving their 
men for their country, but no one walks into certain death 
if he can help it, and it is too much to ask a woman 
to send her husband or brother into a fight unless she 
has the honest conviction that the chances for his com- 
ing back are as good as they possibly can be, and that 
everything has been done to make them so. Give us first- 
class ships, thus win the confidence of the men and their 
families, and we will be able to give ourselves an ade- 
quate personnel. With everything being done to give 
us every chance, should war come upon us, I believe 
that American women would encourage and earnestly 
desire the enlistment of their men in so honorable a pro- 
fession.

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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Vice-President has appointed the junior Senator 
from West Virginia (Mr. Scott) and the senior Senator 
from Georgia (Mr. Bacon) members of the Board of 
Visitors on the part of the Senate to attend the next 
annual examination of cadets at the Military Academy 
at West Point. 

The bill (S. 6104) to create the oftice of captain in the 
Philippine Scouts was passed by the Senate on Feb. 1. 
It proposes to create the office of captain in the Philip- 
pine Scouts as a grade of rank in the military establish- 
ment. The captains shall be selected from officers of 
the grade of first lieutenants in the Scouts and shall] be 
given provisional appointments for periods of four years 
each; but no appointments shall be continued for a sec- 
end or subsequent period unless the officers’ conduct 
shall have been satisfactory in every respect. The num- 
ber of officers provisionally appointed under the terms 
of the proposed act shall not at any time exceed the num- 
ber of companies of native troops which may be formed 
by the President from time to time for service in the 
Philippine Islands. 

The Senate has passed S. 6725, appropriating $2,000 
for medals to survivors and heirs of volunteers of the 
Port Hudson forlorn-hope storming party, of June 15, 
1863. Also H.R. 10015, to pay to the estate of Capt. 
Charles E. Russell, deceased, $721.86, for money dis- 
bursed by him while serving as quartermaster, 8th U.S. 
Inf., he having died in the Service, May 26, 1902, be- 
fore he had time to prepare a proper settlement with the 
U.S. Government, which settlement was being prepared 
at the time of his death. 

The Senate on Feb. 1 passed S. 7614, to amend an act 
entitled “An act to protect the harbor defenses and forti- 
fications constructed or used by the U.S. from malicious 
injury, and for other purposes,” approved July 7, 1898. 

The Senate has passed S. 8040, directing the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury to allow to Elizabeth R. 
Gordon, widow of George A. Gordon, deceased, late 
major, 5th U.S. Cav., the amount found due in 1885, on 
account of his services as an officer of the Army, and 
appropriates $2,146.78 for the payment of this claim. 

The Senate has passed a bill granting an increase of 
pension from $8 to $10 a month to surviving soldiers and 
sailors of the Indian wars, of whom there are about 
5,000. 

The Secretary of War is directed to send to the Senate 
full information concerning the expenses of the military 
operations in the Philippines, under a resolution offered 
in the Senate on Feb. 6 by Senator Clay of Georgia. The 
resolution went over under an objection by Senator 
Spooner. The resolution calls for specific information as 
to the amount of money expended for equipment, sup- 
plies and military operations in the Philippines each 
year, from July 1, 1902, to the present time, including 
expenses for railway transportation and the roads to 
which it was paid. The Secretary is also directed to in- 
form the Senate of the number of soldiers now stationed 
in the Philippines and how long it will be necessary to 
maintain an army there and the probable annual ex- 
penditures for military purposes. The resolution calls 
for information as to “what progress, if any, has been 
made by the people of the Philippine Islands in qualify- 
ing themselves for self-government.” 

The following is a memorandum concerning the 20,000- 
ton ship fer which the plans and description were sub- 
mitted to Congress by the Secretary of the Navy, made 
in reply to an inquiry from Senator Hale, chairman 
Naval Committee: Five hundred and ten foot battleship 
No, 28.—Length on L.W.L., 510 feet; length over all, 
518 feet 9 inches; beam molded on L.W.L., 84 feet 1014 
inches; beam over all, 85 feet 2 5-8 inches; displacement 
trial, 20,000 tons; displacement fully equipped and 
manned (everything on board, full), 22,075; draft mean 
{trial displacement), 27 feet; draft mean, fully equipped 
and manned (everything on board, full), 29 feet 5 inches. 
Armament, main battery, ten 12-inch B.L.R., .45 cali- 
bers. Two submerged torpedo tubes. The ten 12-inch 
B.L.R. are mounted in five electrically controlled turrets 
on the center line, placed as follows: Two forward above 
the forecastle deck, the second one firing over the top 
of the first one; two aft on the main deck, on the same 
level; and one amidships, firing over the two after tur- 
rets. The two torpedo tubes will be located forward be- 
low the waterline. Secondary battery: Fourteen 5-inch 
R.F.G., four 3-pounder saluting guns, four 1-pounder 
semiauto guns, two 3-inch field pieces, two machine guns, 
30 caliber. The 5-inch guns are located on the gun 
deck, forming two broadside batteries of seven guns each, 
the corner guns having head and stern fire, respectively. 
The smaller guns are located in commanding positions 
with large unobstructed ares of fire. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has _ re- 
ported with amendments S. 4767, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint E. Russell Mears captain and pay- 
master, U.S. Army; also S. 5888, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to place James Carroll on the retired list with the 
rank of major. The committee reported adversely S. 
7238, authorizing the President to place James Carroll 
on the retired list with the rank of lieutenant colonel, 
and the bill was postponed indefinitely. 

Mr. Gamble has submitted to the Senate an amend- 
ment proposing to appropriate $57,000 for the erection 
of a drill hall and $16,500 for a band barracks at Fort 
Meade, 8.D., intended to be proposed by him to the Army 
Appropriation bill. Mr. Dick submitted an amendment 
to the same bill proposing to appropriate $4,000 for 
marking the places where American soldiers fell and 
‘were temporarily interred in Cuba and China. And Mr. 
Lodge an amendment providing that officers who now 
hold the rank of brigadier general on the active list of 
the Army, having previously held that rank for three 
years or more, shall, when retired from active service, 
have the rank and pay of major general. 

Mr. Perkins has submitted to the Senate an amend- 
ment proposing to appropriate $100,000 for the construc- 
tion of a central light and power plant at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, Cal., intended to be proposed by him 
to the Naval Appropriation bill. Mr. Gamble submitted 
an amendment proposing to appropriate $57,000 for the 
construction and erection of a Cavalry drill hall and 
$16,500 for a band barracks at Fort Meade military 
post, S. Dak., intended to be proposed by him to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriatoin bill. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs on Feb. 13 
will give a hearing to officers of the Army on the Dick- 
Capron bill which increases the pay of officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter Service. 
This is the bill which seems to be most favorably con- 
sidered by the Services. Several officers of the Army 
stationed in Washington will be invited by the committee 





to appear on Feb. 13 and tell its members why the pay 
of the Army should be increased. 

The House on Feb. 4 passed S. 925, appropriating 
$650,000 for the construction of four vessels for the 
Revenue Cutter Service; one to be stationed at Puget 
Sound, Wash., at a cost of $225,000; one to be stationed 
at Savannah, Ga., at a cost of $200,000; one ocean- 
going tug, to be stationed near New Bedford, Mass., at a 
cost of $175,000, and one, a boarding vessel, to be sta- 
tioned at New Orleans, La., at a cost of $50,000. These 
four vessels were selected as being the four most urgently 
needed. The Senate passed the bill on Feb. 6, with an 
amendment making the cost of the vessel at Galveston 
$35,000. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs, to which was 
referred H.R. 16740, to place John Crowley on the re- 
tired list of the U.S. Navy, reported the same without 
amendment. 

Secretary Metcalf, in a letter to the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, recommends that the following provi- 
sion, in which all officers of the Navy will be especially in- 
terested, be inserted in the Naval Appropriation bill now 
pending hefore Congress: “That should any officer fail 
in his physical examination for promotion and be found 
incapacitated for service by reason of physical disability 
contracted in the line of duty, he shall be retired with the 
rank to which his seniority entitled him to be promoted.” 
In a letter to the Secretary the Bureau of Navigation 
says with regard to this proposed amendment: “This 
provision is now in force for officers of the Army 
and Marine Corps, and it appears to the Bureau that 
Navy officers should receive this consideration. After an 
officer serves through an entire grade satisfactorily and 
is found physically disqualified for promotion, it is only 
just that he should receive the advancement to which he 
was entitled and which he has earned by reason of length 
of service.”

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Army Appropriation bill was reported in the 
Senate, Feb. 5. The bill came from the House appro- 
priating a little less than $72,500,000. It has been in- 
creased by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
to about $81,500,000. The estimates originally made, 
under which the bill was prepared, were over $79,000,- 
000. To that have been added estimates since made 
amounting to some $10,000,000, and requests from the 
War Department, not in the form of official Treasury 
estimates, were for some $350,000. So the estimates 
amount really to something over $90,000,000. The bill 
carries about $81,500,000. This entire amount is a 
direct carrying out of existing law, furnishing supplies 
that the law provides for, excepting, perhaps, three or 
four items, amounting to three hundred and odd thousand 
dollars, and these items are strictly in line with the gen- 
eral tenor of the bill. The increases in the bill are partly 
due to the differences between appropriations made by 
the House and the Treasury estimates, where the mem- 
bers of the committee of the Senate felt that there should 
be some increase made, but a still larger amount and 
the main increase comes by reason of legislation enacted 
since the bill passed the House—that is to say, the “artil- 
lery efficiency bill,” so called. 

The increase recommended is made of the following 
items: For Service schools, $5,000; Alaska military 
cable, $190,000; expenses of Signal Service in Cuba, $50,- 
000; additional officer (major), Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
$3,500; additional dental surgeon for Military Academy, 
$1,800; contract surgeons, $60,000; enlisted men em- 
ployed as Switchboard operators at interior posts, $8,000; 
mileage to officers and contract surgeons, $50,000; flags 
to use in decorating graves, $2,000; payment of 256 ap- 
proved claims, $35,271.10;-regular supplies, $596,648.07; 
barracks and quarters, $1,372,227; lands near Fort Tay- 
lor, Fla., $150,000; transportation, $702,964.72; clothing 
and camp and garrison equipage, $20,000; repair of Fort 
Matanzas, $300; engineer equipment of troops, $10,000. 

For amounts allowed in estimate of expenses incident 
to increase in Artillery Corps, itemized as follows: Pay, 
$1,171,034; subsistence, $332,776.35; regular supplies, 
$678,863; incidental expenses, $43,083; horses, $93,723.- 
37; barracks and quarters, $2,495,497; transportation, 
$960,828; clothing and camp and garrison equipage, 
$423,069.28; medical and hospital department, $22,286; 
small arms target practice, $22,286; total, $6,221,160. 
Total increase recommended, $9,478,870.89. Decrease 
recommended, total of bill as recommended by Senate 
Committee, $81,698,619.54. 











THE NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


Senator Lodge on Feb. 1 introduced in the Senate, as 
S. 8266, which is substantially the same as the Navy 
Personnel bill, submitted to Congress by President Roose- 
velt on Dec. 17, accompanied by a special message and 
which we published in our issue of Dec. 22, 1906, page 
450. The full text of the bill appeared on page 464 of 
the same issue, but in the bill as reintroduced by Senator 
Lodge certain changes appear. We indicate them below. 

In the first section the proviso relating to midshipmen 
now reads : “And provided further, That the foregoing 
proviso limiting the increase in any fiscal year shall not 
apply to midshipmen who have entered the Naval Acad- 
emy prior to the passage of this act.” 

In Section 4 a specification is added that when a board 
of five flag officers convened for the purpose has submitted 
a list of five rear admirals best fitted to command a fleet 
in action, the President shall appoint three vice-admirals 
“from the list submitted by the board,” the words quoted 
being newly inserted. Also that when a vacancy occurs 
in the grade of vice-admiral and a board convened for 
the purpose has submitted the names of three rear ad- 
mirals, the President shall appoint a vice-admiral “from 
the list submitted by the board,” the words quoted being 
new. It is also provided that “after the appointment 
of the first three vice-admirals” no rear admiral shall be 
eligible for recommendation as vice-admiral who has not 
had at least one year of sea service as a flag officer—the 
words quoted being newly inserted. 

In Section 5 a clerical error is corrected to make the 
dates mentioned read “thirtieth” instead of “thirteenth” 
cay of June; and it is specified that the board convened 
for the purpose shall designate the additional number 
necessary to cause the transfer “by Executive order’ of a 
total of four rear admirals to the reserve list, the words 
quoted being newly inserted. 

In Section 7 it is provided that “each member,” instead 
of “such member.” of the boards of flag officers and cap- 
tains provided for in Sections 5, 6 and 7 of the act shall 
swear or affirm, ete. 

Section 9 opens with a proviso “That an officer trans- 
ferred to the reserve list as captain shall be retired as rear 


admiral with three-fourths of the lower rate of pay of 
that grade,” ete., instead of “shall be retired as com- 
modore with three-fourths of the pay of that grade,” etc. 
_ The first clause of Section 10 of the draft of the bill 
is made the last clause of Section 9 of the bill as intro- 
duced, and is altered so that it now reads: “And provided 
further, ‘That any officer retired with the rank of rear 
admiral who entered the military or naval Service pre- 
vious to, or during, the Civil War, shall be retired with 
three-fourths the higher rate of the pay of that grade.” 

In Section 11 it is specified that officers “of the Navy” 
who have served more than thirty years, etc., and officers 
“of the Navy’ who have served less than thirty years, 
ete., the words “of the Navy’ being inserted. 

In Section 15 it is provided that newly promoted chief 
boatswains and chief gunners shall suffer no reduction 
in pay on account of such promotion, but shall continue to 
receive the higher pay until ‘‘their new rate of pay” equals 
or exceeds the pay they were receiving at the date of 
promotion, the words quoted being substituted for the 
words “the pay of the rank to which they are promoted.” 
And the end of the section is altered entirely, to read as 
follows: “And provided further, That the annual pay of 
chief boatswains and chief gunners shall be the pay and 
allowances, except: forage, of a first lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps, and they shall continue to take rank and 
precedence as provided by existing law.” 

Section 17 now repeals Sections 8 and 9 of the Navy 
Y’ersonnel Act of 1899; in the draft of the bill Section 11 
of the act was also repealed. 

In other respects the bill is as it appeared on page 464 
of our issue of Dec. 22, and we reserve complete republica 
tion of the bill until it receives some final action by Con- 

ress, 

‘ Senator Lodge, in presenting the Navy Personnel bil! 
to the Senate on Feb. 1, said he had no expectation that 
action could be had on the bill at this session, but he 
thought it desirable that the bill be before the Senate 
that Senators might have an opportunity to familiariz 
themselves with its provisions. 





SERVICE PENSION BILL PASSED. 

The Service pension bill, as it finally passed both 
houses of Congress, reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That any person who served ninety da) 
or more in the military or naval service of the United State 
during the late Civil War or sixty days in the war with Mexic 
and who has been honorably discharged therefrom, and who ha 
reached the age of sixty-two years or over, shall, upon making 
proof of such facts according to such rules and regulations «s 
the Secretary of the Interior may provide, be placed upon th: 
pension roll and be entitled to receive a pension as follows 
in case such person has reached the age of sixty-two years, 
$12 per month; seventy years, $15 per month; seventy-five year- 
or over, $20 per month; and such pension shall commence from 
the date of the filing of the application in the Bureau of Pen 
sions after the passage and approval of this act: Provided, That 
pensioners who are sixty-two years of age or over, and who 
are now receiving pensions under existing laws, or whose claims 
are pending in the Bureau of Pensions, may, by application to 
the Commissioner of Pensions in such form as he may prescribe, 
receive the benefits of this act; and nothing herein contained 
shall prevent .any pensioner or person entitled to a pension 
from prosecuting his claim and receiving a pension under any 
other general or special act: Provided, That no person shal! 
receive a pension under any other law at the same time or for 
the same period that he is receiving a pension under the pro 
visions of this act: Provided further, That no person who is now 
receiving or shall hereafter receive a greater pension under an; 
other general or special law than he would be entitld to 1 
ceive under the provisions herein shall be pensionable und: 
this act. 

See. 2. That rank in the Service shall not be considered 
application filed hereunder. 

Sec. 3. That no pension attorney, claim agent, or other per 
son shall be entitled to receive any compensation for servic«s 
rendered in presenting any claim to the Bureau of Pensious 
or securing any pension, under this act. 

No amendments were permitted, Mr. Loudenslager 
saying in the House: “If an amendment is permitted, 
some of more merit ought to be attached to the bill, 
which will finally defeat the very object sought for by 
the bill. Hence it was the unanimous judgment of both 
committees that no amendment should be permitted to 
this bill.” As to a proposed amendment extending tlic 
provision of the bill to the survivors of the Spanish- 
American war, he said: “This is a Service pension bill, 
and never in the history of this country has a Service 
pension bill been passed for survivors of any war within 
thirty-five years of the close of the war. So that the 
soldiers of the Spanish-American war, gallant thouzh 
they be, do not deserve any more credit than the gallant 
heroes of the other wars of this nation.” 

There were 196 votes in the House for the bill ani 
only twenty against it. It is generally estimated that 
the bill involves an expenditure of $15,000,000, but Mr. 
Sulloway stated that in his opinion the amount required 
would be only $6,000,000. The total amount paid in 
pensions since the Government was established is $3,454,- 
860,311.28, all of which, except $200,665,004.63 bas 
gone for service in the War of the Rebellion.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE BILL. 

H.R. 25362, Mr. Hepburn.—To increase the efficiency of the 
personnel of the Revenue Cutter Service: That on and after 
the passage of this act the President be, and is hereby, autho

Dr. Paul J. Dashiell, chairman of the rules committee of the 
Intercollegiate Association, and among the leading football 
experts in the country, has definitely decided to retire as 
head coach of the Naval Academy football team, a position 
which he has occupied for three years. Dr. Dashiell took hold 
of a badly beaten team, and under his control football has ad- 
vanced among the midshipmen until the splendid victory of last 
year was won over the Army. Dr. Dashiell.has recently been 
appointed a professor of mathematics, with the rank of lieu- 
tenant, in the Navy, his work and responsibilities are increas- 
ing, and he feels now that some.one else should take the 
place as coach. Those mentioned for the position of head 
coach for next season are Lieut. Joseph M. Reeves, the great 
tackle of the team of 1892 and 1893; Lieut. Orie W. Fowler, 
captain of the team of 1900; Lieut. Byron A. Long and Semmes 
Reed, famous players in Navy teams, and Douglas L. Howard, 
captain of the team of 1905. All of these will be stationed 
at the Naval Academy next fall, and will be members of the 
coaching squad. ‘ 

Richard Glendon, of the Boston Athletic Association, who 
has coached the Navy boat crews with great success for the 
past three seasons, will begin work with the crew candidates 
at once, the practice on the machines taking place in the 
gymnasium. He has five veterans to begin the season, and 
has expressed himself as much pleased with the new material. 

Midshipman Chauncey E. Pugh, of Utica, N.Y., has been 
appointed manager of the Naval Academy baseball nine in 
place of Midshipman Harold V. McKittrick, who will be grad- 
uated this month. The election of a captain to succeed Louis 
F. Thibault, who also graduates, has not taken place, but it 
is assured that Benjamin R. Lombard, the only first classman 
on the nine, will be the man. He played third base last sea- 
son. 

The midshipmen are said to have made good in the semi- 
annual examinations that closed on Saturday. It is stated 
that there will be fewer failures this year than ever before, 
attributed to the fact that the standard of discipline this term 
has been of a high order; hence the middies were able to ac- 
complish better work with their studies. Of the entire first 
class, which has 124 members, fifty of whom will be graduated 
this month, there were only two failures in the examinations, 
and it is stated that they are not such as would cause the 
two middies to be dropped back into a lower class. In the 
class four members have received more than two-thirds of the 
number of demerits allowed. The limit is 150. Whether these 
four will be declared deficient rests with the academic board. 

Information was received here of the death in London, 
England, of Francis Barron Blake, a graduate of the Naval 
Academy in the class of 1857, in which he took first honors. 
Mr. Blake served with distinction in the Civil War, but re- 
signed in 1870, having obtained the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander, and engaged in banking in London. Mr. Blake came 
of distinguished naval ancestry, his father being Commodore 
George S. Blake, and his grandfather, Commodore James 
Barron. He married a daughter of the late Col. William A. 
Spencer, of Annapolis. Mr. Blake was seventy years of age, 
and is survived by five children. 

The old bell which formerly belonged to the ship Santee, 
for many years the official station ship of the Naval Academy, 
was stolen from a shed within the Academy grounds, and the 
authorities immediately instituted a search to recover the relic 
and to capture those guilty of the theft. It was yesterday 
found in a Baltimore junk shop. The bell is of considerable 
historic interest, although there is no accurate record of it. 
It is supposed to have been the first bell installed upon the 
old ship Santee, now used as quarters for marines and sea- 
men at the Naval Academy. It is known that the bell was 
on the Santee when that old vessel was brought here in the 
early days of the Naval Academy. Later it was removed from 
the ship and placed in the tower of the old chapel and for 
years it rang out the hours of church services. When the 
chapel was torn down in 1900 the bell was placed for safe- 
keeping in the carpenter’s shop near the Severn river. There 
it had been until it was stolen. It is a matter of much wonder 
how anyone made away with a thing of such great weight, 
about 250 pounds, as the carts which carry rubbish away are 
closely watched to see that nothing of value is taken away. |

be yom od of modern and interesting testing apparatus of dif- 
ferent kinds and several new pieces of machinery, of late de- 
sign, have been added recently to the laboratory of the marine 
engineering building at the Naval Academy, the quarters of 
the Department of Marine Engineering and Naval Construe- 
tion, of which Comdr. J. K. Barton is the head. ‘The labora- 
tory and model room of the department now contain the most 
complete collection of working models and parts of marine 
machinery and testing apparatus in the country, and one of the 
most complete in the world. The policy of the department is 
to procure types of different classes of machinery as soon as 
they are being prominently mentioned for naval use. A com- 
mission has recently been appointed by the Navy Department to 
investigate and report upon the use of gasoline engines in’ the 
launches used in the Navy, and also as auxiliary power on 
board vessels for such uses as anchor and ammunition hoists. 
Consequently, the Department here has secured types of gaso- 
line engines of the kind likely to be used, and the midshipmen 
are now being given instruction in their construction and use. 

The testing machinery recently installed was made by Riehle, 
of Philadelphia. It consists of an apparatus to test torsional 
strain, one to measure tensile and crushing resistance, an oil 
tester and several smaller pieces of apparatus. The gasoline 
engines now in the laboratory are a 12-horsepower 2-cycle giant 
engine, made by Goodshalk, of Philadelphia, and an 18-horse- 
power Standard 4-cyecle engine, made by the Standard Manu- 
facturing Company, of Jersey City, N.J. To these engines are 
attached different kinds of reversing apparatus for propellers. 
A turbine engine of a new type, the De Laval, has also been 
recently installed. A new type of water brake, for measuring 
horsepower, has been applied to this engine and also to an 
electric motor. Among the smaller testing machines is one for 
testing the flash point of different oils, one for testing the tensile 
strength and crush resistance of concrete, and one for testing 
the power of metal springs.

_ With travel and pay to place of enlistment, etc., or would it 
be necessary to purchase discharge according to G.O. No. 4, 
1906% Answer: He would have to purchase his discharge ac- 
cording to G.O. No. 4, 1206. 


A PRIVATE asks: Is it possible to. purchase a discharge 
from the U.S. Marine Corps? Answer: An enlisted man in 
the Marine Corps has not now the privilege of purchasing his 
discharge. 

8. P. L. asks: If R. B. Langsford, yeoman, 1st Class, on 
the Cincinnati, in the Asiatic Fleet, is still first class, or has 
he been promoted to chief yeoman? Answer: The records of 
the Navy Department show he is still a yeoman, first class, on 
the Cincinnati. 

T. A. M.—If the man you mention has a deserter’s release 
he loses none of his civil rights as a citizen. His record in 
the Service, however, is taken as a whole, and is bad. 


J. M.—The order you refer to does not apply to the Marine 
Corps. It is not now possible to purchase discharge from the 
Marine Oorps. 


T. S. W.—It is not now possible to purchase discharge from 
the Marine Corps. A proposed Executive order to grant this 
privilege is, however, now under consideration. 

W. B. M.—Your mother seems to have a good claim. Write 
to the Oommisstoner of Pensions, Washington, D.C.,. stating 
facts as fully as possible. 


INQUISITIVE asks: Oan a naval cadet become an assistant 
naval constructor after graduating at Annapolis without taking 
the customary two years’ cruise? What rank does he hold? 
When he first enters the Construction Corps what is his pay? 
(2) What is required to become a military attaché, and what 
steps are necessary to take in order to become onef (3) 
In a post an officer’s family are cared for by the Army sur- 
geon. If. they are taken ill in a city where only civilian 
medical attendance can be obtained, is there any way by which 
the officer can have the money spent for their care refunded? 
Answer: (1) He is required to take a two years’ special 
course at Boston Institute of Technology. (2) As a rule 
military attachés are now appointed from the General Staff 
of the Army.

(3) Officers and enlisted men only, 
not their families, stationed in cities on duty where there are 
no Army physicians, are entitled to employ services of civilian 
doctor and send bill to War Department.

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BURIAL PLACE OF VERMONT HERO. 


The Burlington Free Press quotes the 
following from the Burlington Northern 
Sentinel of ninety-three years ago, Sept. 
23, 1819, appearing under the heading of 
“Obituary”: “On board the Saratoga, on 
Sunday last, Mr. Joseph Barron, jr., pilot 
io the ship Saratoga, aged 27 years, with a 
wound which he received in the late en- 
vagement on Lake Champlain, while glori- 
ously contending for his country’s cause. 
ilis body was brought to this town and 
interred here yesterday afternoon. Sacred 
serviees attended by the Rev. Mr. Clark, of 
this town, and the Rev. Mr. Sanger, of 
\[assachusetts.” 

What was supposed to be the grave 
of Barron is in Elmwood Cemetery, Bur- 
lington. The question was raised as to 
whether he was really buried there be- 
vause a stone professing to mark the 
vyave of Joseph Barron, jr., stands in the 
cemetery in Plattsburgh, with other similar 
stones erected by the citizens of Platts- 
jurgh to mark the graves of men of the 
(wo fleets, who fell in the naval battle of 

‘attsburgh, Sept. 11, 1814. In order to 
sttle the point in question, the grave of 
joseph Barron, jr., in Elmwood Avenue 
Cemetery was opened. It was found to con- 
ain remains of the skeleton of a young 

. whose skull -had been pierced by a 
iutlet, pieces of a uniform, with brass but- 
tons, and other remains, all indicating that 
the old stene which stands at the head of 
the grave bears a truthful record of the 
fact that it marks the last resting place of 
the gallant pilot of Macdonough’s flagship 
Snratoga, whose able handling of that ship 
coniributed so much to the memorable na- 
yal victory of Sept. 11, 1814. 
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HIS INTENTIONS.

Whereupon the Major waxed wroth. 
“Damn it, gentlemen,” said he, “I’m going 
io Cuba to shoot Spaniards, not to eat 
‘em ”

\ TENTED PARADISE LOST. 

Many an amusing incident of Army life 
ix given in Lew Wallace’s Autobiography. 
lor example, he writes thus of a tented 
“Povadise,” which was lost and won at the 
battle of Shiloh: 
“Within our lines there was a drinking- 
tent. on which was written ‘Paradise.’ It 
was taken by the Confederates in the first 
day's fight, and the victors wrote beneath 
its name ‘Lost.2. By Beauregard’s order all 






camp furniture was left intact, as he ex- 
pected to possess the whole field in the 
morrow’s struggle. The Union army recov- 
ered their ground by the second day’s bat- 
tle; the pleasure-tent was retaken, and to 
the two names was added the word ‘Re- 
gained.’ ”
